Art, Miiag ilaaiUoiBe, etc. Hmm woiiMn, who 
ha'^e lived in seclusion all their life, are very curi- 
ous, and ask many strange questions about our cus- 
toms, tlio Ood we wonhip, and onr style of dress, 
which is very different from theirs. Her husband 
is quite an intelligent man and speaks English very 
W<0. Hb M enployed by the government as a 
deputy collector, and is much more liberal in his 
views than inost of his Caste. He sfud he would 
like to have his wife le«m needle-work, and that 
he had almuly began to teach her to read. 

I was pecnUariy impresaed hoth with the house 
Hid Uie appearance of tiiis nativ? woman. On 
entWMjg flie house we were first escorted through 
die hcne stable, then through a door which led 
into a square open conrt. On two sides of the 
oovt.wwe ofien verandahs, with sleepng apart- 
nmte hack of diem, one of them seeflsed to be 
occupied especially by the servants. There were, 
at least, a hidf dosen arched doorways with traces 
of carving upon them neatly ohfiterated by age, 
opening into it. The other one seemed to answer' 
for paii<^, sitting and dining-room, for the gentl»' 
oiut and hia'ftlnily. Thefimutareoon^rted of a 
cotton carpet, two mats, three chaiirs, and a small 
table. Aiier seating u% the gentleman broi^ht 
Ut wife aad I te odaced her to ns, by telling her to 

° dtdti with us, then offered her a chair, and 

toU hei^ to sit dow^. lam told that this was 
verf renaiMfle, diat a native seldom pajs his 
wife 90 much respect. She was shy and modest 
in her appearance, and veiy richly dressed. Her 
dN« stttt was of llg^ Uae silk, «ml»oidered with 
gold about a quarter of a yard deep around the 
bottom ; die waist was of a differoit material, and 
with deeves: . Her dMddah, w^i trikis the place 
of both bonnet and shawl, was of a fine, delicate 
texture of many colors, with a deep gold and silver 
border. 

She was literally covered with ornaments. 
There were three large silver rings in each ear, 
two in tibe^pper part and . one huge cme in the 
lower part, the shape of a bell. A large gold hoop 
stadded with pearls and different colored stones 
hong finom the left side of her nose and attached 
to one of \et ear-rings by a chain. There were 
nvend gold trains around her heck, some of 
them were very heavy, and some veiy delicate

elbow, which I could see through her chuddah. 
There were rings on her fingers and a ver^* large 
one on her right thumb, with a slllifrlmirliig-glass 
attached. Three large silver rings on each ankle 
and several silver ornaments on her toes, com- 
pleted this lady's jewdrji As she walked, or 
moved her feet, the^ ornaments, made a tinkling 
sound which reminded me of the tinkling of the 
ornaments spoken of in the Scriptures, and the 
great hoop in her nose, vi the rooad tires like the 
mooot 

If lim was the style of dress worn by the East- 
em women in St. Paul's day, I do not wonder that 
he exhorted those in tin CSiorch to adorn linn- 
selves in modest «pparel,'iK»t with fjAi v' pealis 
or costly ani;ay.

About a year ago, while out on an itinerating 
tour in the western part of the Moradabad Dis* 
triftt, I pitched my tent in mango orchdhd*, m 
the neighborhood of some inquirers, where I re- 
mained several, days, visiting^tiie surrounding vil- 
lages, and preaching as oftew as an opportnntty. 
presented itself. One day, while sitting by my 
tent door, I noticed a poor woman in, tattered 
rag^ Mated at . the root a miqgo-titee, atid lotk- 
ing wistfully towards^ me, but evidently afraid . to 
come nearer. A ragged httle girl, nine or ten 
jean oM, was cnntatnj|«t hef feat; and iOtb 
looking with mingled hope and fear at the 
stranger. It was a time of great scarcity, and I 
at once epBehiitod that the woman and <Md w^ 
suffering for want of food, but not sufficiently 
familiar with begging, to come boldly and ask for 
it. A native Christian went to them, and ascer- 
tained tlmt this was the case. The woman was 
emaciated, and evidently in feeble health. Hav-, 
ing learned who we were, and that we sometimes 
gave shelter to the orphan, she proposed to give 
ns her little girl. Her offer was at once atiicepted, 
and Ihe girl was sent to a girls' board&ig-sdiool 
in the city of Amroha. The modier fodnd a 
hpae am«i^ sbme of ear native Cbsio^Kat, where

° Hub year, I again vi^d A» aHne nei^Aor- 

hood, and found that the \gopd work commenced 
a year ^go had been going. atwtjBly forward. The 
Htfe band a€ Christiana had doobM te aainbers, 
and instead of lodging among the mango-trees, I 
found a shelter in a Christian brother's humble 
home. As I passed on, I visited the school in 
which the two girls had been placed, and had an 
opportunity of seeing how much progress they had 
'made during the year. The first books wliich 
they broaght were in the " Deva Na^ui " charac- 
ter, the same as that in which .Stnakrit iis printed. 
Ji ia a simple alphabet, and not difficolt to learn, 
flawa read her school-books very 4anly> biitbajb . 
tated a good deal in reading a book with vnR ' 
she was not &miliar. Sophia read remarkably 
wall in every book put into her hands. Next . 
-tbey bitragbt books in Urdu, printed in the Ara^ 
hie character.- This is a much more difficult air 
pfiabet, and the language, alsoi diffsES materially 
fiMBi the common Hindu, wjA wbidi . the giris 
had been familiar. They read in this character 
alao, with sorpi^ng accnracy. Sophia ooold 
raid muf- p!irt of the New Testament without a 

Et's hesitation. Then came books in the 
character, a modification of the EngUah 
adapted to the Hindiittani kngqage. 
Hawa was less ready in this examination, but So- 
phia read with astcmishing eaae and correctness. 
Ne;ct i&xnj each broogfat a bawDe sodn 
wbidi they had made. During the year they had 
jhM^ned bow to spin, and had spun the thread 
na which the aodai were made. Next tbey 
aM|jK number <^ hymns, some to English tunes, 
iHLilfijB ^ 9afii*« I WM aabmiib^iQ v» 



these two hiydfwa little giris. As I s|t and 
Ustdied to tbriraweet singing, and tfiongbl«(.liie 

condition in which I liad found them onlj.tQne 
year before, my eyes wonld not refinuB ftom 
brimming over, and I wished' it wen poiyRle 

that all the Christian women of America could 
see them. The^ excellent native preacher whose 
wife has charge of die sdiool^ remarked to me 
with excusable pride, "If they leave us to- 
morrow,' they will, be at least civilized for the rest 
of ^mfr IhrM, wldle they have a knowledge of oor 
religion which they can never forget." 

What has, it cost to efiect tliis work ? Qnly 
one deflar and a half pmr month, for each child, 
or a total of thirty-six dollars. *I thought of this 
as the girls sat before me, and then I thought of 
the milUotu expended by Christian women for 
things whicli the New Testament exhorts them 
not to seek after, and the joy of my heart was 
changed into sadness.

Thb school of which Japhri Begnm was teacher 
was the largest zenana school we had in the city. 
There were fifty names registered, with a.idajyiT 
tendance of firom forty to forty-fitOr ' Of flMae 
about thirty were girls of the ages firom six to fif- 
teen, the remainder of vanoqa: ^M*^' 
five. Many of tbeae jromen liiv^stlended 1^ 
school since its conunmofpient in 1864, and have 
becqnie educaUd aocording to Eastern ideas of . 
woOdan'a edacation. They can read well, have | 
learned something of geography and arithmetic, 
and the history of India, can knit, sew, crocheti 
make tattipg, and embfdder in wools veiy nicely. 
From among these, the best educated were formed 
into a grammar and BiUe class. The oUiers 
w«» BlMliid according to the progresa tfaey had 
made. After we promised rewards to the best of 
each elaaa^ we were surprised to see bow well they ' 
coold do-^how ^uieb Uie hope o£ obtaining^a lit- 
tle present could give epergy for ^e task, or 
power to acquire " the lesson." Like schools of 
Christian lands, there some who do not lOam J 
rapidly, and will never make great scholars, but 
all can learn to read, and when thejr can read, we 
can give them the Bible, and i9U»» w« b(^« tiJUl ' 
lead them to eternal life.

Th« hi^ offidals in China will not use a new 
wonl or phrsse in any State document if it can 
be avoidbd. The Chinese Government has never 
had any communication #ith any.ontoide nation 
unless when forced to do so by unavoidable dr- 
enlnstances, except it be Corea and J^Ntn. Japan 
is not a dependency of China as it iras in former 
years. The Japanese rebelletd about five fein- 
clied years ago, in the Tong dynasty, and to this 
d^ tibey an caUed the Toiig people. The Co^ 
rev» doTeco({ni«e". the rnle of Ae Tarttts -over 
themiand will not allow Chinese to go into the 
interior of their ooontary unless under certain conr 
dllimis. in all dieir ^spatdies, letters, books, 
and tablets, they date back te the last Emperor 
of the Tong djma^, about two hundred and fii^ 
. years since. * ' 

A circumstance occurred not long since in

ni|^t be secured. It was moat astonishing te all 
ftc^gners in Shanghai, to see how -easily an ex- 
. uUSfciiiil could be produced among the Chinese of 
fir^gp settlement, with whom diej have, had 



years, and many too, who live in foreigner's houses 
and gain their bread from them. They were Mi- 
uaUy deceived and led' away by this anonyoioas 
piMMd, believing it to be true ; and in conse- 
quence of this, thousands swaoiMd arousd the 
Church Compound to see if it ' was so.' Wte Mid 
dread were depicted on their countenances as 
theugh they expected eyeiy minat^ to see some 
frightful object appear beftwe them. Miny Chi- 
nese, well informed, came to foreigners and asked 
many foolish Mid cbUdish questions about the new 
church, and tbe Uaidc deVfls wUcK were seen 
catching Chinese children. The cause of the mu- 
tiny in India, in 1858, was in consequence of some 
superstitions notion connected with pork. T&ey 
betieved that pork was present in the cartridgea, ♦ 
a^d they refused to use them. But in China lk» 
statement of this placard was BtOl more absurd, 
and yet believed liv the people. There is no bet- 
ter propf of the imbecility and stagnation of the 
inteHeet of these people, who {Vofess soch great 
things. The church doors were actually opened 
to them, and the mob were permitted to enter and 
seanA for Aemsetves. !%» pond b' ihe Church 
Compound was drained, to show them that these 
imaginary devils were not concealed there. This 
ititftnclienC shows Bow pmie «he CSiinese an 
to listen to such absurd stories, which upon proper 
e^rcisiB of reason, would be clearly proved false. 
When ihe ehnroh dojoir was opened, the mob 
rushed in, and many went about gazing on the 
floor in seardi of blood. Some were allowed to 
go down hito^#Mlila «f1lw'«hurch, where the 
warming apparatus is kept, to see if these devils 
were oonceided there, or if any of the bones of 
llM'i^iOdnn wer6 to be found there ; anid they 
were eagerly questioned by those who were stand- 
ing around when they made their exit fh>m the 
dMfdi viiiiltSt ^hen wen aome of the braver 
ones who would dare to go down into such a.plfloe 
<rf danger, and fear atid dread seemed to be de- 
picted on each countenance, as they inquired as 
to what they had seen in tiie dark, vaults. Some 
asked if there were any bones — others aaked if 
anj blood could be seen below, — and athers 
wanted to know if there were any black devils 
concealed below the church buflding. .The poHee 
warn- then called, who cleared the Church Com- 
poand of these ddoded peoi^e ; bat they hang 
aboot Ae streets for two or three days, to Me if 
there should be any manifestation of these devik.

Umw^ igBomooe, fear «r deoeption; tbvf &id 
renoDflced Mohammeda:ni8m for Christianity. But 
these efforts were fruitless ; the answers of the 
women were so d«tr and aimpls, and eiAtead 
such an intelligent comprehension of Christianity, 
and utter rejection of Mohadimedanism, that" all 
praamt conld not but feel that hOweVeritujod^ 
mi^t eventually decide the case, Christianity 
had. that day been ^oriously vindicated in the 
preaenoe of its enemies. 

V Strange as it may appear, the conversion of 
these women tias not seriously a£kcted the at- 
tenduee in our Zenana school tan^t by thefp* 
The friends ot female education among the most 
enlightened Hindoos- and Mohammedans of the 
city, tdd 'ns that' by baptizing these women we 
were mining t&eir canse ; but the result does not 
so ^jpear, and there is now erery aasm^ce that

' Thb eauaea.that cofnlmie to make girls unwel- 
come at their birth, in India, are many. The 
Hindu belie vea in ancestor worship ; and that the 
neglect of diia ceremony puts in jeopardy the aiiala 
of his progenitors. A son only can perform this 
cnemmiy. Hindus bum their dwd. The son 
mnat fire' the pile. And, diua, throoghoiit • bur- 
densome ceremonial everywhere, the part assigned 
to the son is -scarcely less important than that to 
be peiiiMined by the prieat. Tfa^re-ia no ^^aee 
for the girl in this complicated liturgy. 

The girl must be married. She may be at 
jA« aboold, by all «aeCM^ W balbm ten 
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panies the bride, the wedding eeremonies are ruin- 
ously expensive. It is a short cut to the conclu- 
sion) that, as their marriage may ■a^rindaee 
bankruptcy, girls are an incumbrance. 
. What shall be done ? The happiest solution 
the mitii often deems that lie can devise of this 
problem — the happiest balance he can strike of 
conflicting emotions, if not of conflicting duties, is 
the Murder of theite ihnocenU. 

It is popnlarly nndei%tood that the British 
GoTeaunent in'l^dia prohibits female infanticide, 
tnd BO fitras the statute and some general over- 
ji^t.

When I read the lives and letters of the titfee 
Mr^ Judsons, "Great Expectations Realized" 
by Mrs. Mason, telling of the great and glorious 
work among the women east of as in Bimnah,' 
and " Woman and her Saviour in . Persia," of 
what has been accomplished west of us, then look 
around over our mission field, for saeh retnlta, -I 
feel well nigh discouraged at times, not so much 
because so little has been accomplished, as on ac* 
count of the obstacles still to IKb overcome. 

The Burmah missionaries wrote of anxious in- 
qnirers coming to their houses to ask what they 
*^AmUdotah»tifred." Mrs. MstMit writes— 
" Ghiapong and I were talking to the women ftt>m 
six o'dock in the morning till ten in the evening ; 
for they thronged us continually, so that, although 
I reinained with them four months at a time, I 
never eonid command thne to toneh a needle or 
take up an English book." 

The women here in India will not come to as, 
htk we most go to them, so that the most nusifon- 
aiy ladies can do here is in giris* schools, and in 
Zena:nas. We sow the seed, OMne Alls by the 
wayside, and Safkn comes and talcM it' awaj. 
Some falls upon stony ground, persecutions arise 
thick and fiwt and " they ue efiended." Sotiie 
fiffla attni^ fltonn and is choked, a- very litHe 
falls upon good ground, and we arc thankful for 
a little- (rait.

At 
one time he received one thousand stripes on his 
bare back. He has, indeed, endured much, but his 
faith has not failed, and to-day he is a power for 
good, among his people. He is esteemed and 
honored, yea and feared by his heathen country- 
inen around him. Our helpers all are strong 
men, and we have special cause, of gratitude for 
such earnest men in the time of aor mission's weak- 
ness,-8o far as the number of foreign missionaries 
isooncenied.

At the time, they fell like electric fire on one 
whose heart waa already deeply enlisted in the 
missionary oama, and wlto ha* aiiiee gooft fertii as 
a herald of the Cross to the reahns of heathen dark- 
ness. Thenceforward the impreaiion that it waa 
her dutjf, togafher with the deaira that h m^ be 
her lot, to labor personally and directly in behalf 
of the heathen, led her to oooaecrate hecMjf to this 
great work, and ■nlwnly to reeoli« ^ whOe 
life and health were spared, she would hold her- 
■elf in readiness to en^pige an it, whenever and 
wherever tiw i i i i ruMk i M ef Ood ibonld dinet 

This poipose, however, was sul^ected to a se- 
vere trial. For nearly four years ahe could see no 
way for its realiaation. Bnt ahe aever once fet- 
tered. In heart and life she was a missionary. 
9h» ooaaeientionsly adopted those habite of selfnle- 
■U nd epdwance which she Ba{^>osed would be . 

upon the foreign field. In her dress, 
iWliijuune, eoBViuaatiDn, and whole a^ie of liv- 
ing, she wbi mntki tammi^iti^m^'milttli' 

Htr a^liiiratance with Mr. White, the hnsband 
and compaakn of her aiiaaiaiiaiy life, reached 
back to the d^ wbn Hmj were pnnming their

At length the ACssionary Soeifrty <^ the l{etho> 
dist Episcopal Church detennlned to eetaUiah • 
new BuiiiaD m A» <%beae empire, and Mr. WMte 
was strongly recommended as a suitable pioneer 
missionary in tlijs difficult field. Yet the deciuon 
finallj was made to aehd an oldw and mori «ac- : 
perienced man, and Mr. White supposed that his 
labors must necessarily be expended at home. 

When tiw InMligeBoe i«a3ied Ifisa Atwater 
Wl npon her like a thundertiolt f It was a heavy 
blow, and her sensitive soul straggled with it in ai-v 
lence. Thia was I7 fer die mwt puAM Um|^ 
of her life. The missionary spirit in her was not 
only the o&pnng of a sense of duty, bnt abo the 
earnest desire of her batit. Heifce, whik) ifee . 
bowed in silent submission to the dark dispensation, 
she did not relinquish the hope of qwndi^herlife 
as a minonaiy. 

By a aingnlar train of providences, in the coarse 
of a few months Mr. White was appointed to 
China in place of the man orii^iiallydeagnated 
fat that field. Time was short, and bnt a few 
wnekl' wen aUowed the .young . missionaries in 
which to prepare for their long voyage and ardo- 
oiiante|aii. On the 18th of March, 1847, they 
were married, and after a month boaUj 
in preparing their outfit, they sai|lil.^ 
fer their diataat field of labor.

Bnt her to^ne was tied I The 
ffh of sp ee d tinihai nioat^BfeiltefiJUaagnageB, 
she earnestly sought with a vigor and perseverance 
which broke her conatitntion ai}d nnbaUy ahoc^

25tb, 1848, aged twenty-six years. The next day, 
towards evening, her remains were conveyed to a 
beautifiil spot and deposited in what luw jMWC be- 
coBW the " Mission Cemeteij."

I wish to speak to you especially upon a sub- 
ject in which I have been especially interested, and 
to which I have given my special attepiioil the 
last few years in China. It is inlhnticide, and I 
think in speaking of this I shall reach eveiymoth- 
er's heart in this audience ; and first, I Iteve to 
say that I have read statements from travellers and 
others to the effect, that this crime is not to prev- 
alent as has been supposed, and whit I hare got 
to say will contradkt their statements.

The streets and the 
roofii of the neighboring houses are crowded with 
p0ja^|ilHf-yf|£aitiiMMl children sitting on benches 
or in carts, the men standing. Ladi<M who would 
never think of going into a shop, or of walking in 
tiie street, will go with a cmnpany of others, and 
nt there half a day. Many came from tiie anr- 
nmnding villages, and in the intervals hefi»een the 
tiieaibiieal performances, all wanted to see the for- 
eigners. We had thetiae two yards, an outier 
and an inner, to which women only were ad- 
mitted. Of course the men, tnie tons of ^ve, 
left no means untried, to get a s^t of the for- 
eign women. Hr^ Gidick was {tally pccnpied in 
pKVenting them from breaking through the doors. 
The city wall overlooking the yard was also cour 
tinually crowded. Kot d«at they coull ate flaiAt 

■ far it was only occasionally, when I went too near 
the door or widdsw, that thcQf coidd oitch a 
glimpse of my dress. A rtiMMB were oeea- 
aioQally thrown intC(;'4as yarf, I suppose, with the 
vain hope that «• lilijirt tbe tempted to go out to 
sooldditao. . 

For the first fisw dap, my room was filled 

• widi women ^rnm aiwat seven in the morning till 
fals in lbs aftsnKMO, wheb we were so weary we

brought, etc. Some of flie convwMilionB IXt. Gu- 
lidt had, at these times, were amongst the mogt 
interesting, and, I believe, the most profitable of 
any. The people, both men' and women, of that 
neighborhood, appear generally more frank and 
intelligent than those we have met elsewhere. 

Amongst die 'women who came to see me, 
there 'were always sctaie who entered into the 
meaiung ot what I said to them, and appeared 
more interested "in the gospel we catne to teach 
them, than in finding out what we eat or wear. 

Some inrt of the time I was suffering so much 
in coniseqnence of the dampness of the rooms and 
kcmff$ (brick beds)\ that I was obliged to receive 
my visitors lying down. One day wl^n we had 
gone a mile or two from the city to neape the 
crowds, I felt so ill that I was obliged to lie down 
for an hour or two, before I could return to our 
lodgings. The ground was very damp in conse- 
quence of recent rains, so Mr. Gulick, who is an 
excellent contriver, made a couch of two saddles. 

Never befim had I realiaed, as now, the won- 
drous love of our Saviour in bearing, as He did, 
with the vast multitudes that continually pressed 
npon him> leaving him time not even so mndi 
as to eat. 

The third day after we arrived at Togo, 
while I was talldbiig to a room fidl ^omen, im 
old woman came up to me, and warmly taking 
niy-hands said, " I am one of.the same religipn as 
'^pV; I lielieve in Jesas^ Last nev^yearit di^.I 
burnt all my idols, and now I pray only to the 
true God. When can I be baptized? " " Per- 
haps in a ftir4i3fi.*' *• fivt whoi ? I sm an cdd 
woman. I have no husband and son. I want to 
be baptized, thei^ I shall have nothing to do, but 
to ^iikt gsf to Keaven." , When she came I 
was showing the women some pictures ; amongst 
them was one of our Saviour on the cross. This 
attracted her attenti<m, and- she was a long 'tfine 
telling them of His love to sinful men. You can 
imagine how my heart leiq>ed wiUi joy and grat- 
itude at thos nnezpecteffly meeting a Cfaijttiaa. 
This old woman is a poor widow of tite n^e of 
Feng ; she was, as we afterwaijb heard, tl^ one 
wIk^Ims die Bsesns of leading Mr. Ghilick to pay 
his first visit to Yngo nearly two yean ago. Be- 
fore laai-ching was baptized, he went home for a 
hdiday, and took witii him the gospel of St. John 
and a small catechism ; he was zealous in telling 
his £HnUy and -oeighbors about Iha troe^ .God. 
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MM one to copy ftr lier ^ wImIb «r 8t SikA 
tcoA part of the oitechwn, not th&t she conld read 
faend^bot she wiahed to have them in her house, 
80 that jdie ini|^t som^nee htut them read* 

On Friday, August SOth, Mr. Gulick asked 
those who believed in Christ and wished to be 
biptiwd, to meet together in our room early on 
the morning before breakfast, so as W avoid the 
crowd. They came according to a{ifKNiitment ; 
- there were present Isai-diing's parents, his wife, 
widow Feng, and five or six other women vfho 
were baptized the year before by Mr. Blodget. 

Tlua meeting was one tiiat I shaH never for- 
get; we could feel that God was present with us. 
Three or tour who came from curiosity were much 
moTod* One old woman said, ^ I beEeve in Je^ 
mu. I want to be baptized." " Wait," said Isai's 
mother, " till you know more ; if you worship 
J esus, you most destroy All your idob." **' Wwt 1 
I have no time to wait. I aVi nearly eighty years 
old. I ought to decide at once to worship one or 
the other." Two or three of the women edbred 
simple but earnest prayers ; four expressed a wish 
to be baptized. — Female MUt. Jnteiligmcer.

Once, when the giris were all in school at their 
ieanna, I andainidwr Vtdegfal, >who was in my 
room and under the same monitress, went out 
slyly from the school, and* to our room, and stole 
aU Ae fHMd Out hud h«efl-iitit bjt htoat next 
meal, and lay down on our little cot and ate the 
whole of it. Our monitress never knew who took 
the bread. 

Another time I went to the cook-house and 
asked one of the cooks for some salt. She aaid, 
" Danghter, I cannot give you alrf aidt; (MNttite if 
I do, the curry will not be properiy seasoned.** 
But I snatched some, of the salt and ran tm&. 
The cook became ebragad, and dn^^r aO^^M^ 
of the salt after me on, the ground.

A HATTTB gentleman called upon us this even- 
iii{g to know if we would visit his wife, fie said 
dM had heen quite poorly for three nionl]M,'tiiat 
he had consulted the native physician, but accord- 
ing to their customs she could not receive the med- 
feal aid she seeded from him. After making some 
iafniries concerning her, we decided to go as soon 
■a Aa caniage could, be ordered, asking him to re- 
ndn and ride tiift nfe to i&iw''as the way, as dwre 
ia no regularity of the streets in a valSa% city. 

This gentleman speaks Engiisb TWy wdl, and 
■Mna wen informed on- manj <tf tjaela. He says 
to me : " We need lady physicians in India Teiy 
much, andl have often ap(^n of it to myfrioida. ; 
hot wa^BOt know whowl^l^te tiMiak,aaoar 
women are uneducated, and eoiM IMt study medi- 
cine. Bat it seems Uu^ il|0 pi(iiplo of the West 
1hM« tkiNq^ <iF«a> «ift hi%iad to-aN«t oar ne- 
cessity by sending you. Light has again dawned 
opon OS frtMD America." I. told him that I hoped 

.' hi two or liiree jeusto aend out a class of four- 
teen native women, who would be quite compe- 
tent to care for the sick of their own sex. 
- After passing Uirongh the Bazar, and several 
narrow winding lanes, wide enough only to allow 
our carriage to pass, we came to his house. He 
abowod OS the way in throogh die dark poaaages, 
the second opening into an open court, on three 
sides of which were cells, or staUes for oows, 
hones, «nd hnman beings. Thej «ll aiaHjlit to. 
be on the same level. A dozen or more wfimen 
and children were peeping out at us from the 
d i fe r e nt i^Motmeots as we passed thrbagh to the 
opppnto side of die ooart, where wa aabended a 
fli^t of atairs, which hcooght us into the oimrt 
•ad lymtments of this.gendeman. His wife was 
lying on a bed in the open aar, on the house-top,

bility. Her mother sat beside her, and began 

at once to weep and implore me to cure, her 
daughter. I told her that I saw no amtttaBily' 
immexfiate danger, and that I, would exffli^lier 

case, and if I thought I could help her, I would 
gkdlj do all in . my power for her recovery. I 
ha^ since visited this lady many times, and have 
had the pleasure of seeing lier much improved. 
She is now quite well and strong, and we are 
very warm friends. A few days ago we went to 
see her, and she said to Mrs. Thomas, " Tlie 
doctor missionary has been vei;y kind to me, and 
did me mnch good. I want,to give her something. 
Here are twenty rupees. I-am ashamed to give 
her so little, but I am poor." I accepted her gifL 
aa she woald have been oftnded had I reftised it, 
and assured her that I had been well paid for my 
service. Her husband is employed by the gov- 
ernment, and receives a salary which would 
make his own family very comfortable ; bnt it is 
the custom of these people to support their poor 
rehitions, and some of them have very many de- 
pendent upon them. 

In this family is a beautiful young wiflow, the 
wife of a deceased brother of this gentleman, 
quite unlike most such persons in this country. 
Sh^ seems very happy, and to all appearance 
feres the same as the other members of the house- 
hold. Generally widows are treated very badly, 
and allowed only one meal a day. Their jewels 
and- fine 4ifthes are taken from, them, and they 
are compelled to lead a miserable life. It is be- 
lieved that through some neglect, the wife has 
occasioned her husband's death. 

June 15th. We still continue to visit this fam- 
ily. Mrs. Thomas has tliree of the women un- 
der instruction. The lady of the house reads very 
niciely, and one eveninjg she asked us to bring 
her a Bible in her own language. We asked 
her if her husband would not object. She said. 
Why Should he when he reads it himself in Eng- 
lish?" The next time we went to see. her, we 
. carried the desired book, and she received it very 
gladly. As she took it, her mother, who was 
present, aaid, ** Yon must keep that hidden.-^' We 
told her it would . ^^^tter for her to tell her 
hqabMid about it repM, **«ft«r I 

have finidied reading it." 

The next time we visited her, she told us she 
had read a grnt deal in the>book, and' liked it so 
mdi^ diat she read cbq i||M^" wtim aba ocndd do 
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she had read. So she told of the creation, and 
how the Lord took a bone from a man's^ side to 
itnake a «.Aaiui. We Mked her if she had read 
any in the New TehtamMt •* Yea,"' aud'she, " I 
have read about the birth of Christ, and Hb 
baptism in the rirer Jordan," anii aaked' intef^ 
estedlj if w« ttnd Ihe watnr froB life river Jor- 
dan to bapliae Christians now, thinking doabtless 
that we ooBndered it sacred, as they do that from 
the river Qiuigee. 

A few dajrs after we called on her again. She 
MMwd sad and thoughtful. She asked as if we 
weald sing to her. 

Pigari, our Bible reader, who was with us, and 
lies. TboBlai Mog iOTenl. hjmuu m fiindostani. 
Ml fo viaian etrs. She liilMMd veiy attentively, 
with tears glistening in bar ejM. She was not 
willing to tell us the occasion of her ndnfst ; but 
as werwere aboat . leaving, she pressed oar hand 
and whispered, •* I love that book you brought 
me, and I want 70a to eiplajn it to me, and tell 
me iB about your rel^ion." We tnM diet tbfa 
is the beginning of a good work in her heart, and 
we pray that she mi|,y know ere long, by a happy 
experiaaoei d^t tevdi of our holy religi<m. 



From the validictory address to the graduating

" One of our graduates of last year is now 4 
luedical missilery in India, sentont'by the Wo- 
man's Branch of' the MiaioMMy Sodflty of die 
Methodist Episcopal Cimrch. 

" With the angels' song, ' Ob earth peace and 
good will to men,' resounding in her spirit, she 
bears with her that medical knowledge so prized in 
the East, which will open to her the harems and 
bomei 'that nen physicians cannot enter. In a re- 
cent report of the Philadelphia Branch of tlie 
Woman's Union Missionary Society, are these 
words: ' From aU hsaljlw v^h* eomeadieoia, Send 
<» tho«4p**ted doc trc es, to teach our women how 
to take tiie niedical care of women and children.' 

Thia r^erence to jpaedical care of children will 
behetteriuderstood by rediembetingtbat thirongh- 
oitt. EaMl nattv^ |»r»<ijinii>w aeatoely 



left to their own ignorance in their.hpnrs of anx.- 
iety, and hence we hear of such things as little 
children with raging fever, as in measles, being 
put out in the rain, that they may " cool off^"' 
When we recollect dM great desire in the &at 
especially for the preservation of male children, we 
can readily see, in theT absence of medical science, 
how a superstitions people will resort to Wfma^ 
ural means, as they conceive, for the preservation 
of their generations. Women in India hasten to 
the temples with their oflkrings to their idols, be- 
seeching for the recovery bf their sick children, 
and Undiags vows npon themselves and their qff- 
spring, in the event of their restoration to health. 
Thus, in the absence of scientific medical treat- 
ment, sickness of children becomes a great incen- 
tive to the preservation of heathen customs "and 
wofvhip. The success of our medical missionary 
ladies will naturally tend to strike at one of the 
common and wide^nead motivei ifor idirf-wordi^ 
and heathen vows. 



WOaS IN LUCKNOW.

I AH sorry to be obfiged to write discouraging 
news of my wot^ here, — one part bf it. The 
senana teaching among the Bengalis, begun by 
Mrs. Waugh, has been suddenly closed to na. A 
recent conversion in a zenana in. Calcutta is the 
cause. The persoo nut a ^iftitth • giii of sixteen, 
who dmmgh the miiiendd imr teacher, herself a 
Beng&li, working for the Church Bfiirion there, 
profeiaed Christianity, left her home, went to the 
m fariea a ry , and waa bapliaed. Her family took the 
case to the courts, but it was decided againat theoi, 
the girl being old enough to ehooae ftr .heniel^ 
and likHiigaiitbdtiiri^ighont ■eiMAlgrtbiwi>'own 
judgment and pleasure. The story was pub- 
lished, with additions suggested by the 'Tn^ nii- 
tiMi« «r«fe<injuted party, aild with Ite^Hm^ 
went the cry, Beware of the zenana teacher. The 
Lucknow Baboos, like others, took the alarm, and 
aftnhoMii^aaaeethigardoyi^ safajefet, 
decided that even though their wives remained ig- 
norant, we must be excluded. They send ua the 
proceed^gs of their WBuriiigj <^ -wfaidi, ftaM 
their' standpoint, we can find no fault, and thank 
us for our kind intentions. I make some extracts : 
from dMir nport. 

" Baboo — made a telling speech, in which

Native Female Education, anid conveying to them 
dw lU^ acMe of regret of the native community 
on pweiy anudmtunutenfUa, 
>g < far wi liii M»- thwr inatrnctiona in their families." 

Oa» a uaoed in a graw.way to read of » el- 
evating the female mind cmuistantly wHli Hindn 
bdi0£" The BtitoM do not nmember that until 
own adocation in Chris- 
ilin schools, they did not caM to have their wives 
abvatad. Netther do they aeem to know the 
■•"y womim who thought to stay 

the Atlantic Ocean with a mop. 

TfaM Babooa,,thonglu«daeiUbd and influential, 
to comparatively ^ in ft« city that they 
leave a wide door open when they have closed 
their own, so that the work will not be stopped 
. bat only flow hitooliierdnnnals. Still it is hard 
i».give this up ; it was very interesting and piom- 
lAig. The zenana women were always so do' 
h^tti with oar visits, and in every caso seemed 
so glad to be Unght. We can only hope that 
throo^ mis si ng the instraction, they may valoe 
wfctt faaarc abtady leoerrad so ftcr Aa to n- 
member it. One little girl-wife of elemn yean 
of age, one of the wives of wbotn they speak in 
thair report as luLving **to bring np," especially 
interested me; and I am somewhat comforted

I think now, however, that I will begin visiting 
it m my own acconnt 

Some maps, charts, i^bes, etc., for my Chris- 
tian girls' school wooM be a great assistance to 
me, and I think the school will be worthy of snch 
possessions.

Ih the £Kva Poo^a, the firtt thing to be done 
is this : You take some of the Ganges mud into 
youriand and say this text, — Thit earth I take 
po»$e$tion Thim fbnn the figure of Siva, and 
placing it upon the upper side of a leaf from 
the B41 tree (which tree is his peculiar delight), 
wpsatlhiij JfoM^ of tke eaared Trident, eome 
into thit image and abide in it while I worehip. 
It then becomes Siva himself. But h« will not 
aoeept yonr offerings until you ^ have paid adora- 
tion to four other classes of deities ; and for this 
purpose you must learn first the montro, which 
begjns with Chamh. It consists of five sacred 
names,— viz., GaneA, Suryo, Durgd, Vi»hnoo, 
and all the goddesses m one. As yon repeat each 
name, a flowto nrast be placed on the image <tf 
Siva before you. The nine planets next claim 
your homage; and as you call on them succes- 
sively, you oftr,as beifim, a flower on Siva's 
shrine. The worship of the lords of the eight 
minor points of the compass comes next in order. 
In concluding tins part of the service, you w<mv 
ship Ononto, the lord of the lower regions, and 
Sri Kriehnoo, the lord of the upper regions, by 
calling out their names and ofibring flowers. 

The Siva Poojuh itself may now be commenced ; 
it is done in t^ following manner : You pflfer a 
flower on the-lHge, attd then, pladng it on yonr 
own hand, you must meditate on these words, 
which are enjoined by the Shaaters, and are called 
the Dhy&n, in contemi^atita of GKva.

Any fiuaily, high or low, rich or poor, may have 
their daughter's feet bound if they choose. The 
question with them is simply. Can we aflbrd it ? 
They argue the question somewhat thus : If we 
bind the girl's feet, she can't woric in the field, 
carry burdens, or help us moch in any way. We 
mast wait upon ber, and die will be an expense . 
to us as long as she is with us. But on the other * 
hand, it will be an honor to have a small-footed 
diild, and then, too, we may expect to get aion 
money for h^r when she is married, as no one \mt 
a man of means can afford to have soch ahe^plHi 
wife. ' So the qneetion Is dedded. 

The binding process commences, so far as I can 
learn, not onder fta^ears of age, and ofton at 
iva or ria. Ik i^KKetUn as Aoi^ ma*^ Um 

ftSn would be caused to commence with tlla 
yaoog babe. I suppose, however, that it amjtt 
aitiwr Vn a balM, or atop dia pvMR 'iitlk HHi . . 
aalitely: 

When thfi foot is bound, the smalf toes are 
folded onder die foot; leavoig only the graat 16^ 
in its natural position. A strip of muslin, two or 
three inches wide and two or three feet lon^ 
is boond tightly about die fool and anUe, com- 
mencing at the big toe, winding it tightly around 
the toes folded down, about the foot and heel, 
drawing the heel forward toward dhe toes^ Am 
shortening the foot and forcing the ankle or instep 
np, giving it an ugly bulge. It requires about 
deven years of such binding to bring the foot to 
thp beaotiiiil (?) size. Any of my readers will 
laadily see that great pain and suffering must be 
accasioned by this process. 
- A tight shoe is sufficiently torturing to an 
'ft niiiiii sii, bat just think for a moaiant what must

be the agony caused by this bending, breaking, and 
crushing of the foot, entirely changing its natonl 
fiNrm, so that when it is brought to the. shape they 
desire, it looks more like a {Hg's foot than any* 
thing else.

When the bindings become so painful that the 
child screams with agony, the mother relaxes 
Ibem a little, and then tightens them agam.

She could wear a shoe two inches long, and 
she did not need to bandage her feet tightly, as it 
had attained to the desired ai^pe. I asked her if it 
Kurt her yery much. " O yes," she replied, " for 
many years it hnrt me dreadfully. The skin of 
- the instep broke, and it bled, and was very sore, 
tod I screamed with it a great deal ; then my 
WUdum rdaxed the bindings for s little time ; but 
nivw it ia dead, I have no feding ia it at alL" 
And dead enough it appeared to IM. Tbe"fledi 
was shrunken away, and the skin was a blackish 
yellow.

Christianity, and her subsequent trial before a 
court of jostioe inatitated by' her H&da lehtivas- 
to regain poasesnOD. of lier. The account is fur- 
nished by her pastor, Bev. Mr. Vaughan, a mission- 
ary ; Mid we baive aeefl^ in onr eaei^ent paper, 
" The Christian Star," of our India Mission. Be- 
lieving that the readers of " The Heathen Wo- 
man's friend " will be interested.' in such an ac- 
ctmnt, we gladly translate it freely for' them,< giv- 
ing with it some passing comments. 

The name of this Hindu widow is Sreemutee 
Gunesh Loondree. She is generally called Gunesh. 
About four ye^irs and a half since, the ladies of the 
American Zenana Mission. began^ at her mpther's 
request, to go to her house, to teach her older sis- 
ter, also a widow, and herself. At that time 
Gunesh had been a widow four years, and, accord- 
ing to her mother's statement, was only thirteen 
years old ! A girl of nine years, entering the bonds 
of wedlock and assuming the responsibilities of mar- 
ried life I Tpgether with these ladies, some Ben- 
galee Christian women went to aid in their mttmc- 
tion. These widows themselves are Sendees of 
high rank, as is shown from the fact that they 
are of the 'same fkmily with the celebrated' BaCoo 
Keshub Chunder Sen, who has been so highly and 
extensively praised by the press, because of his 
remarkable utbsnmces in Enj^and. "We will not 
say that he deserves all this laudation ; but his 
celebrity will, doubtless, invest his kinswoman, 
Gunesh, with peeolfar interest in onr° readers' 
minds. From the very beginning of their visits 
at her house, the Christian ladies, and their com- 
panions spoke 1» Ibem of CAiilit end .CSuristianSty. 
Their Bengalee sisters hid nothing of their object 
irmn their Hindu pupils, but told them all. of 
their inteiHSon in teaehin^ tliem, name1y,^u^ it 
was to lead them to believe on a loving and Al- 
' mighty Saviour. Their mother was not only sat- 
isfled yfilS^ tidb etrej^g^iferwird' wsy of wonting, 
but even learned from her , daughters. The two 
sisters gradually came to obtain some knowledge 
of sdeneeaad Ae Bible. Two years ago.'flieir' 
hearts became persuaded that idolatry is folly 
and sin, and the' Christian religion true. When 
they read the . Bible, they saw their duty to be 
baptized. But this was the difiScol^ boW to 
, obey the commands of Christ. 

This, let us say, is the diiBculty of difficulties 
in India. Those living in a Christian land cannot 
fiftdiom the depth of that abyss !

These widowed Hindu sisters might ■well quail 
before such a continaoiiB storm of persecation as 
woold at onoe lnc«ak merdlenlj on their heads 1 
They knew that though their mother with perfect 
willingness allowed t^em to be taught the truths 
cir<:^rtiai%, fcffl abe^and their brothen, and all 
their finends, would unite- in striving to prevent 
their baptism.. In snch a state of affiun, there 
wM om'|Am A«7 eodd idopt— ^that iSuj leave 
their mother's house. How terrible a trial of 
their faith was this ! The elder sister, alas 1 did 
not endnre it. Bnt Gvnesh made s firm reaoliH 
tion, that come what would, she would not remain 
without fully adopting Christianity. 

Noble example aets tUa'ffilMia ifnoman Co tira»- 
^asds of ladies, both young and married, at home ! 
The elder sister, through a regardfor her phjftical 
mfttyand peace, remained in idabtrf { bat the 
younger with admirable co\irage renounced it, and 
refrained from it. The elder sister thus showed 
the wide gnlf lying between herself and Gnnesh, 
in a remark made to a lady : " My younger sister 
oontinnally thinks only of spiritual things ; but 
along' with spfrcdMl, I also consider worldly things." 
She was Mtivii^ to *' serve two masters " — God 
and Ae worid I The desire to become outwardly, 
as well as inwardly, a Christian, rapidly increased 
in GhuHwh'aiieart. When die saw her elder sis- 
tar filtar and retieat, she resolved to ^ alone and 
ftOow Christ No one gave her such advice ; 
MM dMwed her the way.. Batihe obne, in the 
dfifilMll of ^e night went to the missionaiy's 
boose. This happened on the 29th of last April. 
She desired at <moe to he bvtized; bnt tfaemiffeion- 
aiy, dpnbtlem ftMltWtieined goba^M&s, 
replied to her, " No, not now, please wait a few 
days." She consented to do so. From that time 
hw rdativea tried evety means to dissuade her 
from her purpose. From morning till night they 
made use, now of promises, now of threats, and 
l){pnof «ntraati08,totiwetid. 8#illHyr^aiiMlft« 
missftnary himself said to her, in the presence of 
her relatives, " If it be.your cAotc«, remain with 
your friends in r^^m;" 'Sha^m tiMsagooy 



upon her mother's neek, and wept, bntitill always 
nobly replied to the missionary : Wo ! I wiU 
certainly receive bcqtUsm," On account of her 
resolution, her relatives became more angry at her. 
At last on the 8d of May, her mother went to 
the nuanonaiy; and besooj^t him not thereafter' 
to let her broCfaer come near Gkinesh, for he had 
taken an dith that he would kill her wi^h a knife, 
and would .not idlow her to be baptized. The 
question then natorally iroM in the missionaiy's 
mind — Shall we baptize her ? She had made a 
dear confession of her fiuth. She had, with per- 
fect iatisfiietion to him, come ont fiom awarcbing 
examination on her certain knowledge of the (ruth 
of Christiani^. He decided to baptize her, and 
that very evening did ao, and admitted her into the 
Christian Church. The next morning ho informed 
her family of what had happened. They with 
apme triket refaitive^'lielongbg to the ** Bndimo 
Somaj," went to see her, with the determination 
to try and persuade her to become a member of 
this Somaj. This they -tried to do. There "inm 
no hindrance whatever, to her willingly goitt|{ 
with them and adopting their religion. But iSuf 
mUe Chmedi stood finn fa her OlSblian liMiiiAd 
profession. She would twt go back to the BrahtKO, 
Somaj ; th%n which Somaj her celebrated relative, 
Kediub Chnnder Sen, is certainly no more aid- 
vanced in religious belief Her relatives then 
instituted a suit in the court for her possession. 
The details of the trial need not be given.. It is 
enough to state that the decision was that she 
could remain wherever she chote. She was taken 
aode, and left alone with her mother, for three 
quarters of an hour, for the important decision. 
What issues hung upon those forty-five minutes 1 
What a life-time was then lived in anticipation by 
her I Whkt were the throes and straggles of heaM 
— -'the conflicts of conscience and spirit with flesh 
and blood — during those minutes I She was then 
taken back into the court. The judge thoroi^g^y 
put her on her guard against a thoughtless detda^ 
km on either side, saying to her, " Be ^areftil ;

BEP&KSKNTAIlVE INDIAN WOMEN.

By introducing individuals of my acquaintance 
here, the teaders of Thb Fbimid may form more 
accurate ideas of the hahits of native women th«n 
can be obtained from-general descriptions. In tlie 
fiijlowing sketches I have selected subjects from 
diflformt classes, the person not being choaen Ite- 
OMW of any special interest in her history, but as 
• npftwiitctiTB of her class, and the one with 
iilum I ciinne to be Mquaibled. 

MAUKA. 

Hearing a call at my door^one morning I opened 
it, and saw a small, red-covered doolit on the ve- 
nnd*, die two nen «^ had bmaie ft Ttnyung 
around the comer of the house. From this I 
knew my visitor to be. a par da nosAin, which is 
die name given to wooMn wlw Mn»<«r vpgttKt m 
the presence of men. The curtain was slightly 
drawn,. and an eye pee|>ed out to see if the court 
wwi^clMB^ wl tiieil a Jady stepped ont and bade 
me a pleasant good-moming in English. Her 
dress was that of a Mohammedan Begam, or lady, 
«iidl reoogiuied her at a peinon of whom Mr. 
Messmore had told me, — a former mission pupil. 
She is quite fair, her parents being natives of 
"Cashmere, bat she was bom in Calcutta, where 
libe learned English and a little more of civiliaitidn 
dian women of her class generally attain to.

The Mohammedan woman's dress consists of 
diree garmmts ; a skirt, namw at the body, bat 
gored to a p«at width at the bottom. In front- it 
is caught ap and tacked in at the waist, leaving 
the feet and ankles and smnistimes one 'knee ex- 
posed. A amall jacket, widMot pleeraa, and a 
ehuddan or hrge veil, fidHlig vmr dM liMd and 
cMBflate the dnes.

But, like an women here, her jewels, were the chief 
part of her dress. In each ear were a half-dozen 
rings, heavy pendants of gold, and pearl tassels in 
the lobes, and in the upper part of the ears, rings 
with a pearl or emerald in the front part of each. 
On one noatril was a button-like ornament, a 
beaatifiil emerald in the centre mdosed in a circle 
of peark. On her neck were five strings of pearls, 
and below these, so long they fell tb her waist, 
five broad .gold ofauas anited in a clasp on her 
shoulder. This she took off finr me to examine. 
It weighed a po^tnd.anda qoarter. Her arms and 
wrists were nnmeronslylwided with heavy gold, 
and diamond rays flashed out from the rings on 
her fingers. Silver ornamente decked her ankles. 
The womm never wear gold on their feet. Her « 
eyelids were penciled with dark lines, and her 
finger and toe nails dyed red with henna. 

Some of the zenana women had showed me 
their jewels, but I had not seen them in full dress, 
and such a vision of " barbaric pearls and gold " 
WM rather daading to my pover^-stridcen West- 
em eyes. 

I have not met any other woman of her class 
who can talk English, and my knowledge of Ain- 
dust&ni being too limited for general conversation, 
I enjoyed talking with her very mndi; 

Speaking of their custom of living in sedosion 
she condemned it, saying she would b« tmlHi^ for 
herself to br6ak her parda, bat that ff ^ ^ ihe 
would be an outcast from respectable tUKSetyt and . 
that for her h^uind's sake she most obfwnre the 
cqstoms of ^r people. ** It ia eonridereid the 
hi|^hest praise when it is said of a woman that no 
man but her husband ever saw her shadow ; but 
the troth is, there is just as mneb evfl .bebind tlie 
parda as before the world."

These led to a great many qoea- 
tions about America and American life. Its gov- 
. onment she could not comprehend at all. A 
ooontry withont either king of its own or 
mlers was new to her ideas of the 
ofaatidaa. 

The eflect of one of the pictares showed that 
•be was capable of appreciatihg somewhat the 
teatimcny Natare ever ^ves o^ her Craator. It 
was a view of the shore at Nahant, die twtf break- 
ing on the Kl|p^ iod tbe boondleai ooean atretch- 
ing beyond. We klMta aome time in silence, 
and then said in an awed voice, hesitating for

Fbances J. Mabtin was bom in Northumber- 
land County, Pennsylvania, on the seventeenth 
of January,, 1823, and was the youngest daughter 
of Joseph and Sarah Martin. When Frances was 
but a few months old,, her father died very siid- 
denly, and she iMi tluree asters and three hra&i- 
ers, all yet young, were left dependent upon a 
iddow^ mother's care. It was a pious honse^ 
hold, and this lonely mother was an inheritor ^ 
the precious promises of the book of God, — prott- 
ises wiiich were &ithfnlly fulfilled. God U«led 
die^ hom^, and they dwelt in peace and pif^lwi r - 
ity under the roof of the old homestead. 

Mrs. Martin was a devout Christian, and ati ' 
exemplary mother. She succeeded in rearing a 
family of rare excellence, and forming iir'HT 
children charactem strong and valuable. 

In' 1882, Frances widi her oiodier entered the 
finuly of her brother, with whom she lived six 
year*, receiving such an edocation as was fnrr 
nished by the country schod. At Ao agb of ^- 
teen she was placed by her brother at school in 
Pptt8ville, Pe|UM!ylvania, and while there, in Ae 
winter of 18^ i^o sqo^t'and found religion at 
the altar of the Methodist Episcopal Church, then 
nn4er the pastoral care of the Eev. J. B. Haganyx 
She immetiUately became a member of that church, 
and continued a growing, active, zealous, and de- 
vout Christian until she hud down her martyr life 

in China. . _ ^ 

In October, 1846, Miss Martin was married to 
Dr. Wiley, whose early desires and traming had 
been directed toward the Oospel ndidttry, bat 
who had been diverted from this work by a sudden 
diaeaue of the throat, and was thein engaged in the 
practice of medidne in Western Pennsylvania. 
A few years after this, an urgent call came fr«n

She read it, thought over it, prayed over it, 
reached her conclusion coneeniil^ it* and re- 
turned it wid» ^the anawer, "''Wwa goest, 
I irill go, and diy God shall be my God." 

This was an exemplification of her noble spirit, 
and of. her Christian faith, which in the trying 
jpoeitiona of. ber subsequent missionary life, was 
followed by many similar instances. In the pres- 
ent instance, duty, Christian prindple, pioos in- 
dinatioo, and present opportai^^ pcfinted to 
China; ifce. ll9afd tbe Master's Voioe, and fol- 
lowed. 

On the ninth of Jnly, 1861, she reached Fuh 
Chau, and entered at once upon the duties of a 
missionary. Her heart was deeply interested in 
the work of caijng for the spiritual interests of 
the heathen around her ; and her (iuthfnlBess in 
this part of her labor can only be fully kaiwrB' 
aad -rewarded in that btij^t land to which she 
has gone. To her Cbueae woaan 'she wa» ^ 
Yotedly attached, and ever finfldhl,:.oAl|lt tod 
aamestly conversing with her 
terests of her immortal soul. 
, She was called to pass through many trying 
scenes, but her patience and fortitude never failed. 
Wben told that she mast'sooa.dBe, she ezclsdmed, 
'•*0 how much bettar to cBe^li^ fliitt to 
to America!" She said» "Tell my friends at 
Iwate that I die in great peace, that the Saviour 
is very predoos; that thongh I liave ebdnited- 
many ^fials aiid afflictions in China, I.liave never 
regretted coming to this 'heathen land ; that if I 
fjassessiad another life, I would wiOiilglj daiiiito tt 
to the same work."

There are nearly one hundred million wopien 
and girls m loffia^abd aMHM^ the grMft w<irid 
has hitherto sui]gad dnwaVd forgetful of these crea^- 
twQBs, there is aoir vrary likelihood that they wQI 
be bnittght tmt of iedorion md ^ gnA Unoea- 
lar of the 19th century turned full upon them. 
Qidi^iacilj dw position would be an embarrassing 
em to 'flw «l$Mtt of-so m&eh fttentSoii, bat, filrlii- 
nately or otherwise, these hundred million daugh- 
ters of Eve are utterly unconscious of t]|B atten- 
tion tliey are receiving, and if by mty Mans jt 
were possible to make them comprehend to what 
extent Amerioi is talking, working, giving, and 
praying, for tiiem, tfaey wotald lift th^ jeweled 
arms in fearful amazement and ask. " Why ! what 
is the matter? " And if some of the heart-rending 
descriptions of die heathen woman's o^iditimi, so 
common in America, were read, say to the women 
of Lncknow, they would ask in undisguised pity 
and concern,. Where'do.<dieae peorcreaiares live, 
and can nothing be done for them ? " If the read- 
ers of this paper were to see a cart-load of Indian 
w&ma and diiMwii, gi^ dr eaae d, singing and 
laughing as they slowly jogged on to some festive 
gathering, they would certainly conclude that ex- 
te^illy afrtaiit lh«to people are not to |>e d|ssed 
among unfortunates, demanding their pity. 

They are more gayly dressed than the men who- 
aeeempany them. .Timw is no rfgn of discontant 
on their countenances ; speak to them of ill-treat- 
menti and they will not understand you, while 
l£«lr entire appeanuDM and ec^nct show that 
their enjoymeiit of life is fully up to the level of 
their male relatives. There are of course in every 
ooontry ginsdM of weahh and poverty, W India 
being a very densely populated country, the aver- 
age of wealth for each person is very low ; but 
tSkmktg for die absolute difference of the two 
countries, the average Hindu woman of OudL is 
abreast of her American sisters iff possessions 
the sobstantial ooflBfiirto of physical life. 

The idea that woman in India is like a galley- 
slave, and never even smiles, is only worthy of 
Msodation with that other stna#i draam, that in 
India, the knd of the orange, Tosa. and myrtle, 
the fragrance of flowers never perfbmes die air. 

I him lived nearly ten years on the bank of a 
beautiful Indian river, and.bave seen thousands 
and tens of thousands of Qmdjt womn paning 
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ligioua dades necessitated a visit to the stream. 
Ify Mbod-lloBM is lAoMed on the ^rin^el street 
ki&ig to the liter, uMTihe MSAimtlfim likiA 
is constantlj diverted by the crowds of well- 
dressed, re^ctaUe women, singing in chorus as 
thej pass, it may be' li 'song of rejoieing at the 
birth of a child, or the more solemn strains com- 
memontiTe of the pprificatioa after the death and 
iBqrMMRMii or a raanfv. 

But becaase these women arie c OBtM l ted and 
hafipy, because they are onconacMMis itftHwit, shall 
vmt vfmfiAf- hi whhbdd, vor iflMi m> 
strained? Bynomeaiis. Their very contented- 
neas sofigests additional reasons for effort ;.only let 
wtlttmfAm §Mthm H deaify imdentoad that 
the partictilar need of these people is a spiritual 
need, and that our efforts should be for the most 
pMff cucuuieoHDea vy nos ' i^ic ■ muum* 
stood, both in India and America, tlvdrOTFaim is 
to elevate these women to a higher pkiiie of moral 
miwfUkaU fife, and tfiat beyond this we have little 
desire of eflfecting any change in their mode of life. 

Their civilization is older than ours ; it barmo- 
aiaas with the character of the people and with 
the climactic and other peculiarities of the land in 
which they hve. Their food is better than oars, 
and prepaivd at leas than one fourth fEe expense. 
A Hindo woman dresses herself more neatly and 
modestly with a single piece of cloth costing one 
dollar than an Amerieaa hdj can fir Mj. 8^J^ 
of life differing from our own are not necessarily 
to be condemned ; we have no more right to make 
our piienHar ideas of bomfort the standard for oth- 
afs dMa we have to dogmatiae in other things. An 
AMwinm miwionary remarked, on bnding in Cal- 
cutta, that ihe thonght the work ought to be com- 
MMpdtbanand there by getting the people to 
iiilr flMm dotbes.

Said 
Caroline Waad, a good |^ whose sincerity we 
had navar doidiCed, <* OnOe I kwnr nqr aina for- 
given, and I was very happy for m loBg time ; but 
then I grew careleas, and the pradow grace ^nd 
1^ of God I eambasly aqoaadend ; aad larhan I 
ioaght for the peace and security I once had, I 
feoad it not, it was gone firom my heart. Now I 
lAh io ftni it again, and will aeek iridi aoy 
hejirt until God gives it again to me." After a 
little plain talk about our needs and Grod's require- 
■moIbId coming to Him for pardon, wa kndt to 
paqr. Savaml had pnyed with sobbings and 
tgAiai Moenta; preaentlj Jaha began to pray, 
ttBtMbtg vdea aad aMmy taaia. Nenr 
shall we forget that prayer, and the scene that 
fidlowad. Sha qnite odittad the nanal formnU, 
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and began to say, " O Lord ! liow long dldl ira 
p^y ' Forgive us our . sins,' and yet ffiS no 
oomfiat? How long sImII w« wywe will serve 
Hvm, and yet go on in sin ? No I no I now will 
m mji * I will arise and go onto my Father, and 
wffl iay, Fsdier, I have nmed;*** At itoM die 
wtole company of girls, who were weeping and 
psaying before, but subduedly, broke forth into 
k wail of sorrow, uid, withoat a single exception, 
were simultaneously weeping, praying, and crying 
for mercy. Such a scene we never expected to 
w&DMB here, and never saw elaowliere* 

It was quite in vain to attempt to do anything 
bat go from one to another, and encoura^ them 
.to look to Jesus. One of them we found beating 
her head upon the floor ; and as we nused her up, 
■be began to beat her breast with both hands (as 
tlioae peo{^ often do wben in^ great grief or ex- 
citement) in a manner most painftd to witness. 
We tried to soothe.her, but in vain. Her cry was, 
I how bad I am," " Let me go, don't hinder 
mej I teiO go to Jesos." Many profess to have 
foond pe»ce at this meeting. For several weeks 
after this, almost every evening, several ^ils would 
OMbe together by turns to the baii|;dow tat con- 
venation on religious experience attdJiMnielion. 
We fonnd these meetings very profitable, and were 
able to draw oat their thoughts and Tiew* fai-a 
way that was qnite impoa^do in the ponk 
prayer-meetings or even in class-meeting. ■

DsAR Children : — Somebody who lores yon, 
me whetlier I hare anythii^ to tell tbe little 
ftOar Tee, I 1iant.«nd fioait tif mcy heart I 
will talk with you, ibf there is nothing in this 
wide, weary world solwantifal to me as a littlb 
ehilt So oooieiiere, with yodr sweet fiwoi Ml 
of expectation, whilst I tell you about a little island 
in tbe China Sea, called Puodoo. It is so snudl 
l4b not iioKere j<n will fiiid'it marked on yvfor 
map, althbngh it is situated about nine miles from 
Kingpo; sod as for 2iingpo,you can easily find that, 
liiir ^odbo n called Siurtd Isb, beeanse 
there are no houses there, except huge, dimly 
lighted temples, filled with strange idols,' made of 
Irood and stone and metal ; and no peopU^tre 
there but priests, who are continually " chin- 
dMnQingi" or praying to these idols : they hare 
ivckt dingy rooaas and win^Qg. halls, all opening 
into tbe one great room of worship, where the 
mds are placed on elevated_ stands and altars, be- 



They never allow any blood spilled on this island, 
— that IS, no beast or bird is ever slain ; and no 
woman is pennitted to live there, for the priests 
are aU Inciielors. So that is why they call Poo- 
doo, -sacred ! Whal would you think, dear little 
boys, if yoa were' compelled to live there without 
moflier or sister, snrronnded by these frightful 
images, and your little brown, or golden, or flaxen 
hair all shaved off, with only solemn, pale, dirty 
men to speak to yoa ? 

Our Heavenly Father has made this E-ea-washed 
isknd very beautiful, for it is covered with mag- 
nffioent trees and verdure, with hills and valleys, * 
and lovely vines, and briglit flowers, and streams 
of water, and a " lotus pond," where that wouder- 
(ol ** lotos-flower " is in bloom ; so once I visited 
this place with my husband (whom I sliall intro- 
duce to you as " the Doctor,'^for some time I 
hope to tell yon other little trne stories, sind then, 
as " the Doctor " loves little children dearly, he 
may have something to say too, and you will flways 
know him after this introduction) — now, where 
WU I? O, "the Doctor," and our two pretty 
SODi^^aad a great tall Spanish gentleman, who 
hail been in die wars, and liked fo carry a pistol, 
and a corpulent English lawyer, and a meek little 
missionary lady, with her good husband, who was 
stadying the 'Ciiinese ' langnage in order to tell 
these poor heathen about the One true God and 
the blessed J^os whQ died to redeem all mankind, 
— diesfe all met to({etlier:fa one of the finest tem- 
ples in Poodoo, and a whole regiment of Chinese 
servant-m^n were with us, beside a China yroman 
who Mfini ea» if «Hlltl« WIDfo.** The 
priests were very polite, and were willing to have 
us live with them a little while, as we paid them 
Aaf aQott^d as rooms, one of whidi 
was quite grand. The floor was of stone, and the 
high pillars were of carved teek-wood, and the 
walls covered with paintings representing China- 
men caught by the hair, by horrid-looking crea- 
tures, half-man, half-demon, and serpents coiling, 
and doods ~ danbed aroand with frightful laces 
peeping out of the dense folds: these paintings 
were figurative of torment There were other wild 
■pietores we oonld not nnderstand. Then a long 
table, ingeniously can'ed, stood in the centre of 
the room, which was to be our dining-table . The 
melodeon we bron^t irith us fitted in one corner, 
whilst our easy-chairs gave it quite a home-like 
appearance. The first evening a strinc w»s placed 
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Chinese lanterns; then two large lamps were light- 
jedj whilst our servanU spread a magnificent supper. 
An old priMt VmS^ bnMf^in a bronw vaae, in 
which was a lotus-flower in full bloom, to decorate 
our taUe. Now, children, \ wish you could have 
■wn in i heatfwn -temple, tlyu illumi- 

nated and furnished, and I wish, too, yon could 
■ hftTe seen the group standing around the gielo- 
deoo, ipMlit ** H» l>octor" played, and we all 
chanted solemnly the evening hj-mn — 

' cJAUe with me : fast f«Us the eventide, 

iSm darkness deepens ; ' Lord, with me abide ; ' 

lllMa «t|M iMm Wl, aod oMiifa^ 

The priests and the little temple-boys crowded 
round the door with dirtj hands and frees and 
open mouths, listening to the aaeiiid melody. How 
solemn and beautiful was tKe echo of our evening 
hymn I It seemed to me, the *' innomerable cloud 
of witnesses " were liATering tftere wiA heavenly 
beniionsi and so it was every twilight hour for 
two weeks! Bat ther^ were later hours in the 
nig^t, and -Miiier hours of the day, -wheit the «an 
shone in the glorious garden surrounding our tem- 
ple^h^me, when we. were standing in the inner 
oomta, wlMtre intense bitt iwiif W br e flie aeriae- 
lem idbls, and the music to which we listened was 
qiida by frieitB beating goi^ little boys shjsking 
Mb or drumming on pardilM»t or ImIBow Uociu 
of wood, and the singing was only a: harsh melan- 
choly jafgoq. "To and fro moved th6 priests in 
' diftr e nt Testments, frequently wiled and ragged, 
'With their shaved heads bowed, making curious 
■Mtions with their fingers and arms, kneeling and 
' tewing and mntteringi aoine of die'iii {MflSd and 
inrrified in their expression, others indifferent and 
weary-looking. O, if they only beUeved in the' 
loving Jeans, what a diaitge th«re'woiildlie1 what 
peace and intelligence and joy would beam in 
their faces when worshipping Him I After being 
in the close, damp, i n ce ns e-laden rooms, bow glad 
we were to come out into the fresh air again I 
The avennes leading to the difiEeirent temples 
iMre ter;f beaatifnl^ and had ^nd archways hmlt 
of stone, with curious carved figures of misshaped 
liaiU*aod other animals upon them. It m'nst have' 
cxiita gnat ntany years of labor to 'baild these, 
but they are now old and crumbling away. There 
were circular bridges over the ponds, then flights of 
atOM alefM, die|i long pavements laid with gran- 
ite in unique designs, then again close avenues lined 
«ith dd teees, thick vith foliage, and hedg^ of 



flowering vines and shmte, until a court-yard sud- 
denly appeared, bordisred wWi pois filled '•TOl 
nra Eastern plants ; these were the temple gar- 
dens, and by tlie time you reached them, yon were 
pretty well shut up with the inOMttS, fer pis- 
sages feading there had befen so long gradually 
bringing one to the quiet temple, whose open 
doors revealed the usual phalanx of idols. Soibe 
of the priests arose as we visited them, and offered 
us tea to drink, which they were also partaking, 
squatting arAond sipping it whilst very h^t, ftmn 
their tiny cups. In the temples" there was sonie- 
times a railing around a favorite god, and within sat 
a pricMt ia »lMig yellow robe with an 'open boelc, 
chantii^ by the hour in low, monotonous tones, 
his &o» pide and emaciated from fasting and 
weariness, never eaasing his task nntfl relievied by 
another ; thus perpetually supplicating these hide- 
ous figures. Some of the little boys were scarce 
ten years old, hut had been consecrated by 
parents to the worship of the gods and presented 
to the ignorant priests, who even teach theja tp 
pray to the (Spirft «f JW; so ibat he may not be 
angry. Some of them tMture themselves, thinking 
they wijl thus propitiate'the spirits of cruelty. We 
saw one maft whose fingers and ahn w«n> i^ftiMd',

DRESS OF CHINESE WOMEN. 



III my last .1 gave you wme account of the 
bipdiag of CloMee ladies' feet. In this, I pro- 
poae toidl yea ■uaething of their dress. 

A Chinese lady, that is a small or bound-footed 
woman, may wear the most elegant clothing. 
'Btf Mfter.ganBeiit is called a $atig ; it is a loose 
ipaBMt buttoned up the right side, and extend- 
.fHf Wlow the knee. It is often made of hand- 
ipne silk or satin, sopaliaMfe very elegantly em- 
broidered. She also wears • soariet andra-akirt, 
coming below the <8i^ down to the acariet jmb* 
talettes ; and both skirt and pantalettes are faand- 
aooMly embroidered in inuij-colored mUcs and 
gold. The preveying ootoin fiir ti^ upper gar^ 
aents at Foo Chow are black, daik-blue, purple, 
and >mietinies drab ; wlule. the iwdar-skirt and 
paiftaletteo are scarlet Itt wfaMer, She eater gar- 
ment is sometimes lined with fur, but tire fur is 
always worn as lining, not ojitside. In summer, 
Afr OUnese kdj v«7 senerifly irmn wluto aiiis- 
lin or silk gowns, bound and trimmed with black 
Her sleeves are rather fidl, and

when she calls upon you, she keeps her hande 
clasped meekly before her, excepting when she . 
examines yoor clothing, which she does without 
any hesftadon. 

I wish that I could describe the style of the 
Chinese lady's hair. It is very elaborate, and is 
oertaiiifyfltf men becoming than the present style 
of American ladies. The hair is so thoroughly 
oiled that it is very glossy, and . keeps iu place, 
tt weald be useless to attempt a fnll description 
of it, but it is brought low down on the neck, 
though not touching the neck, and then spread 
into a sort of fan or wing shape, and held in place 
by gold clasps and pins. A voiy elegant band 
ornamented with gold and pearls, is often worn 
on the head just above the forehead. Flowers are 
anivetaally worn; they may be either natural or 
artificial. They are fastened to long p«H and pnt 
into the back hair, extending oat several inches 
from each side of the head. 

Affafi-diesaed Chtneto lady would be some- 
thing for any one of my readers to see. What 
with her wide-spreading hair, adorned with gold, 
pi e< l a Ui *lrti<p|MriligWW»; hA* heavy gold ear^ 
rings, with jade-stone^ pendant* ; the heavily em- 
broidered soiy of satin, over which, ancf around the 
nedc, bangs a l6ng string of -terfumed beads ; the 
gayly embroidered red under-skirt and pantalettes ; 
the tiny feet, in ttoo-ineh scarlet satin shoes ; the 
nmlMbnMd hands, two or three fingers of which 
have the eciy >inisA of aristocracy, that is, nails 
an inch. or. two long, in silver or gold diMdu ; the 
gold or jiie fbraoelets on the wrisU ; the cheeks 
•nd fipa ptunted red, ;faoe pow4fred, eye-brows 
ahavMi straight, — altogedwr, Ae Mjr 1i«lbn' Qs 
is very gorgeous in her get-up, and not unhand- 
some, if I exjpept the poor little feet so wofnlly 
misshapen, tfadi b a \iAf in CaAn- adnrned 
with silk, satin, and jewels, but generally unable 
to feed a. word, secluded from the worid, married 
to p Wf jdMf never s^r until boond to hhn for 
Gfc unless he choose to'^et her aside, shut up in 
iMill, cheerless rooms, having none of the com- 
farts ef oarlmaMS.

Hiera it idse a third class of women, the " un- 
fortunates " of China. When we aia as an- 
baand^lboted woaaa d r e s se d in the gqr eostnme 
of a nsalMbetad wooan, w« know at onoe that 

' she is either a concnbiaie in some wealthy tmS^^ 
or a woman of diaepalahle dtamaiker. 

And tins leads ne to fefer to an artide iktt 
appeared in the NorthwviUrn AdvoeaU aone 
time 1^ I think it a^eared editoriufy,, and 
daidUfaive been answeiwlat tin tone, as it was. 
calculated to make a wrong impression upon its 
readers. It reflected very strongly, uot to say 
severely, apoa tin Methe&t miMenanes in 
China for not adopting the dress and other harm- 
t$U customs of the people among whom we lived, 
in order to bring ourselves nearer- to them. The 
writer of said article evidently knew very little 
of the costoms that regulate dress among the Chi- 
nese, or he would never have suggested what he 
did. My desoription of the dress of Chinese 
w o a Hi t and .tiie lam tiiat ngaiaU that dress, I 
think will j^ainly prove to my readers the iupoe- 
#ility of Amencaa hdies adofitiag Ifaeir. dnas.

After many jears of faithful service as the 
wife and true bdpmeet <tf op»of our first native 
preachers, riekness warned her that life's journey 
was noariy ended. " But," says tlie writer, 
anothei^ native Chriatian woman, on last Tues- 
day, although she was suffering severely from 
fever, according to her custom, slie gathered the 
native Christian womep together, and spent half 
an hotar in pftjer and rinj^gi and \a giving them 
some religious instruction. At the conclusion of 
the religions services, her mind began to wander ; 
hat as biig as senae remaiiMd, dw ooq^d not re- 
frain from talking of the love tjt Jeads. She con- 
sidered this, her chief joy.

Somaj. Only twro months ago, we were asked to 
diacontinne onr vidta tb this house, its master be- 
ing president of the meeting where it was decided 
to exclude missionaries and missionary teaching 
from the zenanas. Whether he has seen and re- 
pented his inconsistency, I do not know ; but I 
think it chiefly owing to the influence of our for- 
mer teacher, whom they have employed inde- 
pendently, that I received an invitation firom the 
women to visit them *• as a friend." 

Mahami is very handsome, and entertained 
'mf trith graoefiil dignity, sitting on the floor while 
I ooeqiied the idf dwir in .tlm rwBi, iqd timt 
one, I suspect, had been hni^ght from the haSoo'a 
aputments for my use. . 

The younger memhen of her fiunily gadiered 
around her, — a younger sister, whose two chil- 
dren hid shyly behind her ; a daiighter, a girl of 
eleven i a ntie* of dm aipe ^p, Whoae jeweUaden 
person andf narlet-stained forehead signified her 
wifehood ; another niece, a few years older, had

'While there arc associ.itions 
that say the Bible is unnecessary, and that seek to loosen 
the marriage tie, here is a Society where Christian women 
come together for the purjmfo of converting their heathen 
siften to the Goepel of Chiut, and where they find a glo- 
rious dailet for their tjngipadijr, their meant, aad dieir 
efforts. 

If this Society touches the hearts of the degraded in 
India, would not the same plan work here ?

SUEZ CANAL.

Tan is one of the great acl)ie7eoients of art in 
modem times, the honor of^ which belongs to the 
French nation. It opens up a . way across the 
istbmns between Asia and Africa, by which steam- 
ships may pass irom the Mediterranean to the 
Red Sea, and thus go on their way around the 
world. Formerly all the commerce between the 
West and the ht East was carried on by sailing 
vessels going round the Cape of Good Hope, while 
by this new route the time required for such* a 
voyage is reduced at least two thirds, and made 
on the whole not much more expensive. The 
canal is nearly one hundred miles in length, vaiy- 
ing in width from two to four hundred feet, and 
is abont twenty-four feet in depth. The country 
eo either side is sandy and barren ; and often as 
fiir as the eye can reach there is not a tree, shmb, 
or bkde of grass to be seen. There -0 one lai^ 
town on the batda of hke tfoos^ wliidi die 
canal passes, and there are one or two batldingB at 
a few other points. 

The canal was opened irfxrat one year ago, and 
now steamers from all nations are constantly 
passing throngh it Our company of missionaries 
is the first to any of Ifte missioas of onr ChaKh 
to pass through ; and while others speculate with 
regard to commercial advantages guped by it, 
we are h(q>eful that it will provti mooeaafiil jn.aid- 
ing the spread tii Christ's Idngdom- in all die 
worid. 

As we left the canal and entered the Red Sea, 
we tboi^ht hpw different is this work of art, per- 
formed by man at snch labor and expense, from the 
wonderfhl^display of Clod's power manifested here

We looked .widi liineh inteiinrt upon the Siavi 
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range of mountains, and wondered as we remem- 
bered all God's dealings with His people from 
lliese ancient times down to the present, and felt 
our trust in Him strengthened as we passed on 
our way to tell of His wonderiiil works, and His 
dMliikgi with the ehildten of men, to those still in 
darkness. 

We had • y&y comfortable passage through 
t]i4 Bed Sea, not anffinrang so diiidL&6m the- hc«t 

as we had expected. We had fine weather 
through our entire trip, and often felt that God 
was answering prayers that were going up firom 
the home land in our behalf. It was with grate- 
fid hearts that we landed here yesterday morning, 
after a journey of only fifty-one days from New 
'York, including all delays- at different stopping; 
places. After having made two voyages round the 
Cape, one requiring five months' time, it seems al- 
most like magic to think of reaching onr mission 
in India frrao New York in less than two months'

the women of India. More superstitious, more 
zealous, more devoted than the men, they, are in 
many instances the main anpportitfidali^, and 
the chief stay of the household gods. Less acces- 
sible than the men, the light reaches them more 
slowly ; and often when the father, the husband, 
the. brodier, and the son would neglect the idol, 
haring learned to think it nothing in tiie world," 

finnale members of the family are found Stir- 
ling them np to make the accustomed oflkring. It 
k an indispntable fact, ihat in very many places 

enlightenment of sci^ce and the light of the 
goqiel have weakened the felth of the men in the 

goda many and lords many " that haTie fer 
reigned unquestioned over the imaginations and 
thwi^ts of this people. Naturally enou^ tliey 
:b|i|^ to nej^ the dinneaV the .village ^ods, 



of tlie wicked, filthy maha deo (great god) ; at 
such times the women-will be found rallying them 
back to the ancestral worship, threatening, scold- 
ing, and persuading with the proverbial facility of 
their sex. Any sickness or death or calamity 
that may have happened in the feraily is charged 
to the neglect of the traditional worship. Tlie 
gods have become angry over tiieir neglected altars, 
bnt may be appeased by the return to the accus- 
tomed worship. ■ Libations and potations, gifts and 
burnt offerings, must be made, or ruin swift and 
inexorable will rush down upon. the doomed fam- 
ily. And to my personal knowledge, again and 
again, these persuasions prevail. " The subjection 
of women " is truer in heathen lands than else- 
where, most certainly, bat in thit matter they very 
often rule the households. An instance or two will 
illustrate this point. A year or two ago, I visited 
a certain village a number of times in my itinera- 
tions. On one occturion a leading man in the Til- 
lage, having listened attentively to my exhortation 
to " turn away from idols to serve the living and 
tme God," in a confidential way replied that the 
men of the village often felt but little interest in 
idol-worship, and began to neglect it as mere folly ; 
but their wives would duurge the death of chil- 
dren and feilure in the crops on their neglect, and 
worry them into making the accustomed offerings 
again. He remarked that in this way the neg- 
lected worship would he again revived. How 
often have I seen this zeal and devotion df the sex 
testified to, by troops of village women, particu- 
larly in times of sickness, threading their way 
through the alleys and oat to the village shrine' 
with vessels of water on their heads, libations for 
the divini^, singing and chanting as they went. 
Tb» fiddi of the women is no more pmistant in 
its attachment to the ancestral worship than that 
of the men, when they become equally enlight- 
ened. Nay, with equal enlightenment their hearts 
are more readily won to Jesus of Nazareth and the 
beautiful and blessed truths taught by Him. Il- 
lustrations of this fact are not wanting. In a vil- 
lage where we have a native preacher located, a 
good work has been done among the women by 
the helper's wife. She visits from house to house, 
and has taught the women much of Christian 
triitfa. ' Now die resoh is, that they sire in aid- 
vance of the men m readiness to accept Chris- 
tianity. They often remark to the helper's wife, 
how much better i)us -i9liig^6n if in^ita te i| p b ing » 
and pmetioes diaa'diw«ira;'-'aiid^aeitie<iir &em 
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say that they wish their husbands would become 
Christians. When the men are fully ready here, 
how much more easily wiff this village be evan- 
gelized than the one mentioned ftimve ! 

What the country greatly needs, then, as an aid 
to the progress of the Gospel, is some form of mis- 
nooMy i^cy that can reach the women. Ze- 
nana visitors and Bible readers, such as the 
" Woman's Foreign Missionary Society " pro- 
poses to fnmishr is likely to do ranch m supplying 
^is aid.

A MORNING'S WORK IN MORAOABAO.

On returning from my usual morning visit to 
the people of onr componnd, or yard, I was 
wondering whether a few items in regard to the 
wants and condition of the native Christians here, 
might not interest the readers of the Heathen 
Woman's Friend. 

My chief object this morning was to visit 
Pru^h,.the wife of one of oar most efficient na- 
tive preachers, Andryas. 

She has been a great sufferer for about eight 
months, from swdled feet, which are now almost 
devoid of shape. 

Her home is in Kishipore, a large native town 
twenty-nine miles out from Moradabad ; but as 
she could get no medical aid there, she was 
brsngW to tYaa plate. 

She is very patient, and believes that her afflic- 
tion has been a great benefit to her soul ; and I 
BBtSaed llitt h*r donntenance wore a look of peace 
that I had never seen there before. 

Her little babe, not six- months old, claimed all 
her attention. She toH me it was crying for taSk, 
I soon supplied that, also bread and tea for henelf, 
for which she seemed very grateful. 

Soon an old woman appooed who tdd me she 
had been sufiering all night. A dose of «' Pain 
Kffler" qnieted her. A few steps further brought 
me to a family sick with the fever. AH w^ in 
* 1^^" condition, — father, mother, and four 
cHMIniu. The youngest child, a mere babe, was 
crying most piteously from hunger. After wip- 
plying their wants; I returned to the Bungalow, 
md foond aevend persons, wtifr . of them from the 
neighboring villages. Some of them h^ vials for 
™^^efor sick children, others mmtod qninfaie. 

iA^firwids o^ben same, some for 



one thing, some for another, —all believing I 
knew jost what they needed. I have had some 

very sick patients, and have been very successful 
in treating them ; but it is necessary to either ad- 
minister the medicine or see that it fs 'done, or it 
may be neglected. 

O how I would rejoice if their spiritual wants 
could be attended to as easily as the tem- 
poral ones ! I hope soon to be a*ble to talk to them 
more freely than I do now. There is so much to 
be done, and I am not able to do half that de- 
mands my attention. We need medical mission- 
aries in every station, but there is a great work 
for those who do not understand medicine. 

Our hearts take new courage in the thought of 
soon welconung the new missionaries, not all new 
to this work, but only better pi^MUed to 'take 
an active part immediately. 

We are very much interested in the operatioiis 
of our new society, and believe it will do great 
things for the cause of missions in India. We ask 
your earnest prayers for the success of our work 
here. Receive our prayers and best wishes for 
the prosperity of your society.

The subject of this sketch was born in Hun|)- 
ton, Washington Co., N. Y., on the 17th of June, 
1833. She was the daughter of Bev. N. E. 
Peck, now of the California Confoenee, and wis 
adopted by Rev. Jesse T. Peck, D. D., and wife, 
when an infant. She was naturally qtfiet, thought- 
ful, and sedate, but could be eamfy moved to 
laughter or to tears. Much to our surprise, she 
invested an early aversion to her book, and 
would frequently burst into violent weeping at 
the sight of it. She could only be induced to 
give any attention- to it by great kindness or firm 
authority. She had a strong will. This we had 
no desire to weaken, but felt it to be an indis- 
penwAie dolj ia wri^eet it to ri^ttfol auflior- 
ity. The endeavor was mos tpainftil and pro- 
tracted, but at length entirely succesftfhl. She re- 
mained aen^ve Mid {tecsutnit, W lieeuin^ 
creasingly amiable ; and after her conversion, 
which was at the age of nine, when kneeling by 
the side of her mother in quiet, fervent pi^iyer in 
the {MiriWt^ peculiar positive force of deep love 
VtA good M$W "for which she was afterward so 
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mach distinguished, became evidently controlling in 
iier disposition and bearing. Her dread of the booi<; 
all disappeared as soon as words and sentences 
began to mean anything that she conid under- 
stand ; and then tlie great danger \va.s in lier ab- 
sorbing interest and extravagant application. 

At the age of twelve she visited her own par- 
ents, and remained awhile at school. While 
here a strange providence brought upon her and 
us a great calamity. She was thrown from a 
sleigh, and received injuries, including the break- 
ing of three ribs, from which she never fully recov- 
ered. Our beloved child came back to us a pale 
«id stooping invalid. But her soul was still itself. 
She was prompt to accept all the directions of her 
mother which aimed at the restoration of her 
h^tb, and submissively restrained ber passionate 
Io]ro «f study, as she was allowed carefoOy'to in- 
crease her application with her slowly retaining 
strength. 

She was a- model tff childhood piety ; regular 
in her private devotions, deeply in sympathy with 
the earnest Christian life of her mother at home, 
and legnlui |^ her attendance at prayer and class 
meetiqgs. We distinctly remember yet the ten- 
der simplicity and sensible discriminations of her 
child-^ords, in testimony .and prayer, in these 
meetings. 

She removed with us to Carlisle, Penn., wiiere 
she attended the excellent select school of the 
Misses Paine. At about the age of sixteen, she 
passeda fearful crisis of lung disease, resulting firom 
the contraction of her chest, by her broken ribs. 
We despaired of ber life ; bat retoming. after two 
days' absence, we fbond her in a state of snbdned 
ecstasy and holy triumph. She had passed throi^^ 
a crisis in;' a protracted straggle for perfect love, 
aiid -met as with the thrill&ig annoancement, 
" The Lord has wholly saved me, and I shall be 
restored to health, and yet do something for His 
^Ifkf!* SWiB. du^ time her fHxm^ dowly re- 
turned ; and as, in the judgment of her physician, 
she required a change of clinuite, we sent her for 
ft lifie to her fitther's, and then to Oannovia, to 
pursue her studies, where her teachers and fellow- 
students were impressed with the ease of her ac- 
quisitions, and die'hic^ moral valoe of her Chris- 
tian character. 

At the age of eighteen she was married to 
Ralph Pierce, the valedictorian of his class. They 
^ at once-enterad qpon the w6rk of academu; teach- 
,tli||, to wfasdi tWsy were eqiecially adapted. 



Some four years had elapsed when they were 
called to enter our new mission field in India. To 
make their preparations, they came to us in Green 
Street, New York. Here, though not strong in 
healtli, she manifested great judgment and forti- 
tude. She said, " I could not leave^you if it 
were not for the grtlce of God." I had been en- 
trusted by the missionary secretary with a most 
painful and delicate duty. I was to inform her 
that in view of her feeble health, if she went, she 
could not return, on account of declining strength ; 
and she had answered, " I am prepared for this. 
I know I go to India to labor as long as I can and 
then to die there, and I have settled the question. 
lam willing U) go." Just before her departure, 
in a love-feast, she said, " I love niy native land ; 
1 love my father and mother ; but I love the 
perishing heathen in India more." 

Her Imsband had been ordained ; her precious 
little babe, Persis Manila, had been baptized ; and 
the interesting farewell service in Bromfield Street 
Church, Boston, and the beautiful ship Niobe, 
were over. We bade our beloved farewell, and 
stood on the wharf until her tearful countenance, 
her noble brow, her darling babe, and the tall form 
of her husband, with waving signal, fkded out of 
sight, and said, "They are gone." "With strug- 
gling grief and tender joy we had placed our 
precious offering upon the missionary altar^ and 
said, "^y will, O God, be done." 

Her voyage was a scene of constant personal 
suffering and moral heroism. So we learned 
from the captain of the ship. He said, " I never 
saw such a woman. She suffered most intensely 
bat was constantly at the service of every other 
Sdflerer on the ship. She sketched with her 
pendl every remarkable feature of island and 
ocean scenery. She studied the science of nav- 
igation, and could take the reckoning of ship as 
well as any man on board." She landed in the 
nudst of the Sepoy rebellion, and, travelling with 
other missionaries, before the danger was passed, 
she went feebly, but fearlessly, to every post of duty. 

Her sooeesB in mastering the language of the 
mission field was remarkable. In a time incredi- 
bly short she could read to Mohammedan and 
heathen women, and converse' md prAjr in Hin- 
dostanf and Urdu, and with no failure of courage 
she endured the wasting effects of the climate, 
and the long journeys over wretched roads, in 
hard vehicles, or on the .shoulders of men, all 
without a murmur. 
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She took a leading part in founding the female 
orphanage, with Uie prosperous historj; and future 
promise of which the Ohnrch is so familiar. She 
liad more than one hundred and forty of these 
helpless ones in her immediate charge when her 
weny head qdetly prrased the pillow of death. 

For nearly six years, under a burning Asiatic 
sun, and amid the malarious fever of a foreign 
land, or fiur up the H jliialayti, in endeavoring to 
restore her wasting enor^^ she battled with the 
ills and endnred the sacrifices of a missionary life. 
She read, and wrote, and wept, and smiled, and 
pmyed, until her Master said, " It is enough." 
" It was," said Dr. Butlier, " worth a voyage to 
India to witness such a death — surpassing in 
holy triumph anything I ever saw in my life." She 
committeid her weeping orphans, her precious 
bal)es, and her husband to God, and with many 
words of inspired confidence and wisdom, she 
bade adien to earth, saying, " I feel like a bird 
sailing through the air." 

I said to Bishop Janes, " Her career as a mis- 
sionary was diort," He replied, *• Yes, bat ex- 
ceedingly brilliant.'' Long, very long will be 
tenderly cherished the memory of " dear Maril- 
la," on the mission fields of India.

llie wiiter of Ifte biter was one of the first who 
wont to our India Mission. She labored there for 
a munber dT yean ; bat health fiuUng, she returned 
to her native land, an4 vtay soon passed away to 
her heavenly rest. 

We might furnish chapters of like character 
from the diaries and correspondence of those still 
living, bat this will serve as an illustration. Surely 
after reading this, we at home should catch some- 
thing more of the spirit of nae^^^'^ i|a4 g^ye 
heactier sjnapathy and more .lucvBUjt pim^eni finr 
those in the r^ons beyond. 

Let ns keep the record at least. The letter 
shows bow fisaifiil it is to be oompelled to travel

pleted in twelve hoars, hat she, with her three 
small children, and nnrse, were exposed to its 
fury for about forty hours. 

She goes on to say, "About an hour after we 
left your house, it commenced raining. The pros- 
pect looked gloomy, and I had a mind to turn 
back to you, but I concluded that with plenty of 
light we would get along ; but the wind and rain 
soon extingnished onr tMcfa, and'we were Irfl to 
go some distance in the dark. It was dismal. 
Baby did not like the dark, and b^n to cry, but 
soon cried herself to sleep, and continued so most 
of the night. We moved slowly, much of the 
time in total darkness, and in the morning found 
we had gotten but little over a quarter of the dis- 
tance. The rain still pouring, and the wind blow- 
ing furiously, the hearers (palankeen men) said 
they could go no farther ; so we stopped under the 
thatch of a shop for a half-hoar. The water was 
rising so rapidly that our pdUmkeetu began to fill, so 
go on we must. We went a few yards, and found 
the water waist deep ; in fact, the country looked 
Kke one boisteinns hke. We retraced onr steps, 
and went into a cow stable, built a little fire, got 
a native bed, placed the children upon it, and I 
began to dry some of their doAes. Bal^ was ' 
wet through, and seemed ill, but did not cry. I 
conld scarcely arouse her, she was so stupid and 
feverish. O T^^Vn can tell how my hcsart pained 
me. I could not at times hold up my head, hav- 
ing had a sick headache all night, and then the 
terrible smoke from the native ihel almost killed 
me. But I was thinking more of my children 
than myself. To add to our troubles, our house 
or shdter did not seem safe. Houses were fil- 
ing isll around as, and the thought of being 
cmshed was terrible. We conld not get a mes- 
senger to send a lihe to my husband. At last the 
village watchman came and bronght the children 
something to eat. - fiy thiii time - ^ water had 
fallen some, so go on we must, for we feared every 
moment the shelter would fell upon as. We went 
' throogh .ponds of water f' twice I was dn^^ied 
and wet to my shoulders, and so was H . 

Night found us at a little village, not knowing 
where to go, bat sure we eo^ not travel. Frov- 
identially a Rafa (King) hved there, and while 
we were searching for the watchman, the Raja's 
secretary heard of as, and came and offered as a 
hearty welcome to the Raja's stables, buC said I 
conld not get there in my palankeen, as the water 
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I nerved myself for the wont. We reached that 
welcome shelter in safety and thanksgiving to 
God. I was too ill to eat, bat not to woA. I 
dried some of onr dothes. I took off my own 
clothing, wrapped myself in a damp blanket, and 
tried to get something dried by our little &re. I 
had • nap 4at greatly relieved my head, bat 
awoke stiff and weak ; still that was nothing. Thtf 
children, wearied out with hunger, were calling for 
bNldt W we conld get nothing but tea. The 
waker now began to subside a little, and we 
Stutod.. As we went out of the village, the crash 
wtA fM^^'fit houses falling in every direction, 
and it was very dark. We got along pretty well, 
considering we got dipped into the water several 
tiaili during the remainder of <jur journey.

A missionary on the banks of the Ganges, 

where hundreds of thousands were gathered to 
make offerings to the goddesses of the river, and 
to bathe in her sacred waters, often asked these 
questions : — 

" What benefit do you derive from all this 
trouble and all these ceremonies ? " 

The first answer nnuUy was, " We do not 
know. Our fathers cam? here to w<»nhip, -our 
people still oome, and we do as others do." Some, 
however, would say, " We bathe to wash away 
sin." 

" To wash away sin ? Have you succeeded in 
washing any away ? " 

To rins the old answer comes, " Wc do not 
know ; we suppose we have of course." 

"But," the missionary asks again, "do you 
expect to leave any of yohr rans here? will you 
be better men when you go home than when you 
came ? will you tell fewer lies, or cheat and steal 
leas, or w31 you go home as yon c&me ? And in 
your house will you have purer hearts and lead 
holier lives than before you gave offerings to this 
great goddess, and bathed in her cleansing wa- 
ters?" 

The men would smile at such a strange 
idea as being changed by their religious service, 
and would usually reptej«mdidly, ^' No, we do 
not e?cpect to be any di^Wsnt froni what we used 

to be." 

" Do you get any rest of soul or real happiness 
by what jou do and wbat you aSer ? " 

" No, all the happiness we get is the fan of 
coming here and seeing the .people and the 
sights." 

" Then if your ceremonies make you no better 
and no happier, if really no sins are washed 
awiy from 7011, of what benefit are they ? Surely 
if they influenced your hearts, yon would feel that 
influence." 

Some ▼ould answer, " We really know no ben- 
efit, except the ftin and ai^t-seeing." Others 
would say, " It is prSfiW^ to m ffar aacAer 
■world ; all this work for our deities will be so 
mndi to one credit in settling our account." 
0^i« stmwoidd reply, » tlHr dirffy^ ^iiMMsa 
with these things, and will not be so severe on us 
who do them; and our £unilies and crops are 
bifiiiMdf %y^iL** The atl^enffident answer with 
tile masses however, is," What do we know about 
things? our &thers.did it and it becomes 
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Such conrenBtioiM ghre os ta iiuight into the 

practical religions ideas of the beathen, especially 
of those in India. They have no idea of a spirit- 
ad'TC^g^oo'^iat etn go down into their hearts and 
oproot AcL, the source oT their hardens and e«res. 
lliey wiB make oflferings to please the deity when 
supposed to be angry ; will pay their usual dues-of 
worship, rites and money even, lest theuT crops 
fail, their children be sick, or some other calamity 
befell them through the jealousy of a neglected 
deity ; will perform of merits hoping to 

place their judge tinder obligation to them, and 
thus secure advantage in the day of settling ; but 
the idea of asking their gods, great or small, for 
purity, loTe, fire^m from nns or for any present 
, spiritual blessing does not seem to enter their 
minds. . Hence it is not to be supposed that a 
man will lessU liar or beemise he is es- 
pecially religious. He may be religious indeed 
because he wishes to secure the assistance of the 
deity in Us widced schemes. ■ And yet, strange 
as it may seem, the man knows and admits that 
the course he pursues, and the course in which he 
hopes to enUst his deity, is wrong and sinful. The 
gods of the heathen have like passions with them- 
selves in all things. 

. When we can proro to than that the Ganges 
does not wash awsy ria, hoir-good it is to tell 
them of a *'fi»mtain fitted whh bliood ** that can 

cleanse wholly ! How fully does the religion 
of Jesus meet this great spiritual lack of- the 
hisadnn world I Jesus, the Ught, poured OQf His 
blood for them. What now are you and I do- 
ing that this light may shine, and this blood be 
ifpbed, to these dailcened, mMi sools?

1 1^ it to Jesns.'* Asl 
watebed her ooonting out her peuiiM, dm im tnuufig- 
ond befixe my eyes. She was no loagar a pde, weary, 
canMisiB wimiaa, bat the fiaend and loved coaspanion <^ 
Jeans l&ritt She was His companion in aal&ing and 
saeriiee ; so alse dia shared His crown of i^oiy. 

I BO loBftir saw the low cottage, the bare^ nnpainttd 
floor, bat a home made sacred Md ^(Kified by the 
same Fireaenee that glorified die borne of Usiy and 
Martha. Was it anpentition diM made tboae ooppers 
seem so aacred to me, that I did&ed to pot lluatla wiib 
the rest? Or was it because I knew ^tt I bdi my 
hand the fruits of a higher, nobler asc ri fi ee , a more aelf- 
denying love than any of us bad laid on tSe altar of the 
Woman's Mission ? I felt it was not simply a few cents 
she was givinp. O no I It was a woman's heart tlirob- 
bing witb love, and sj-mpathy, and pity, for her sisters 
that knew not her precious Saviour. Surely money sanc- 
tified by such a spirit, and vitalized by such a giver's 
prayers, must accomplish that " whereunto it is sent." 

" I am so glad," she said, " that the women have got 
up such a (ociety. so that I can do something. I have 
always thought so raucli nboiit it, and felt as though I 
wanted to do something ; but you know I ean't talk like 
you, and I didn't know what to do." 

Can't talk ! AVhy, God bless you, "my sister, you 
needn't talk. Mary didn't talk' as she sat at the feet of 
Jesus. It was Martha that had done the talking, but ^ 
* Jeans understood her. And so He understands you. The 
world is perishing for want of earnest, self-denying work- 
ers. Not but that talkers are needed ; and if God has 
called one to talk, she should take up the cross, and bear 
it joyfiilly for Hia aake. But if you are called to silent 
worl^ and aelMenying efforta, r^oice in it. AVhat talk 
could have expressed such pasnonate devotion, such dee]^

EXTRACT OP A LETTER FROM MRa JOHN- 
SON. 

'' SHAHJEHANroRE, India, Aug. lltA, 1870. 

" The two girls' schools in the city are in a 
prosperous state. They are eqtial a^ to the num- 
ber of scholars, as well as general proficiency. 
The usual number in each school is about twenty- 
five.^ The girls of the Dilaurgunge school learn 
tattitag and needle- work, bat there are a greater 
number in the Hoosainapoor Bcbool who can read 
well. One remarkable feature in the former 
school is, that they no longer olgect to a virit from 
my hnsbiuid, Dr. Johnson, but even in'rite him to 
come. was called some time ago to see one of 
the oldest girls in the school, a full-grown young 
lady of the highest Brahmin caste. * He fimnd her 
afflicted with an abscess on her face, wmdi he 
successfully treated. She has since made several 
vmts to our home, eonm^a ^KsianoBrf two miles, 
accompanied by her father or brotte^ ; and sat and 
conversed with my husband and myself, with 
mieovered ftoet'She delighte in reading the New 
Testament, and I trust that the good seed of the 
word will spring up in her heart, and in many 
olliera, and bring forth fruit unto everlasting life." 

" I have been irtvited several times to visit some 
of the highest Brahmin fiomUes in the city, and 
urged to start a school in one of their houses, for 
the education of their wives and dangfaters. Five 
native gentleman of time fiunilies caine to us, 
and ofiered to render some financial assistance for 
dws9..BdiopN> ^ ^ present time, we have 
not flio i^eir to moot liie eqpeiiB'drtiie schools. 
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There are other very interesting openings fiw 
schools. What we lack is maaey | and thiii we 
hope your Society may be able to' snpply. 

*' PANAIiroKK, .City cT liefuge). 

" This is a Christian village, wliere a number of 
▼ery poor CfaristiaB iamiliesf #faq werts rendered 
destitute by their adhesion to Cliristianity, have 
been, through the exertions of the missionaries, 
located, and small pieces of ground given them t8 
cultivate. It is hoped that here may grow uj) a 
truly Christian community, a light in a dark place, 
an oasis in the nuHsl desert of Hinduism, where 
there shall be many trees of righteousness, of the 
Lord's right hand planting. This Christian vil- 
lage school is different from the other schools. In 
it the mothers, daughters, and little boys are all 
taught together. "Hiere are about thirty women 
an? girls in the school. These need assutance 
that is not required in other places — t. e. in the 
matter of support and clothes — for a few years, 
until their land is cleared and brought under cul- 
tivation, when they can become self-sustaining. At 
present thqr have nothing, and cannot attend 
school without some such help. Here I beg to ask 
the Society to add $18 per month to $12, ah-eady 
granted. This w9l eaU 'down many blesrings 
upon the givers, and the prayers, of more thui 
thirty Christian families." 

Note. I had the pleasure of laying this caae befora tha UdiM of 
our Brooklyn Auxiliarj-, assembled in Washington Avenue Chueh, 
Breoklyc, the very day I received the letter, and of witnesaing tha 
noUa reqwnaa to thia appeal, when the ladies unanimously voted to 
Mtab llii»ieboal iB tM ** of Refuge " of our India Hisaion.

BAREILLY, AUG. 10, 1870. 

" Mrs. Thomas forwarded a letter to me, that 
she had received from you, giving us cheering in- 
formation concerning the aid for our girls' schools, 
that your Branch of the Woman's Foreign Mis- 
nofiary Society had granted for Baieilly. Ac- 
cept my sincere thanks for what was allotted to my 
part of the Bareilly work, nam^y, the thiee girls' 
adiopbintliedty; also vedioolfbr native Christian 
children, that was closed for a time last .year, but 

which I have taken up again since Maidi, in all, 

four Bchooh. I had to come to the monnlains in 
May, with my dear little daughter Allie, to try to 
save her life. We will return a^^ to Bareilly 
the Ist of October, D. V. ; wfaeil thapn to find ail 
four of my sdiools as prosperous as when I left 
them. i^esent ' Cornelia,' one of thp orphan 



of the orphan boys), has charge of them. She 
writes me «ncouraging accounts of their progress. 
I have also the promise rf another Hindu school ; 
in fact, I have been requested to take it by several 
Hindu gentleman, and also by two or three native 
ladies, who had hdea attended by Miss Swain, — 
the latter sending their application through Miss 
Swain, the former coming to our house, to make 
the request themselves. But I had no fiinds' 
then to start new schools, so had to put them 
off with a promise that if I received aid from 
'home,' I would certainly start it this yea/." 
" Pray for us, that the hand of affliction may be 
stayed, and that our poor, weak efforts to convert 
the heathen may he crowned with success. The 
grave of my precious child binds me to India." 
"If my little daughter's health should require me 
to take her to America soon, I shall return to 
India, if God wills, to spend the rest of my days 
in this work." C. B.

" One of the orjdiaii girl*, abont thirteen years old, was 
lying with conininption when I received yours.

She died the ISth of November, trust- 
ing witllout a donbt in ' Jesos her Beloved Shepherd ; ' 
act aflaid of Satan because Jesu.? wa.s by her. Her death 
made a serions impreaBion on the other girls ; they seem 
to have no doubt that Annie iaaaved, and only yish they 
■ may die like her. 

" The past year was unusual for sickness, both in the 
family and in the girls' orphanage. Sick-beds had to be 
attended by day and night from January to November, 
but in the goodness of God all have recovered except 
Annie. 

' Here we are, a little band with cities to conquer ; but 
through Christ strengthening us we can do all things. 

" You very kindly inquired abont our orphan girls, their 
names, etc., and if they can assist in reading the Bible or 
teaching in the zenanas ? In th« present state of moralSi 
in native society, we could not send out girls to read or 
teacli, but we take them with ns as belpera. < Dnriu a 
part of the cold season, Mrs. Mivtin, ICn.

Some irf' them bare said they did not wish to hear the 
name of Jesus; bnt afterward listened attendvely. They 
are very fond of hearing the PsiJms of David chanted, and 
frequently, when we are with them, ask us to sing, which 
we promise to do, ir they will first hear us read : on such 
occasions theyT>ften keep quiet for some time. 

" After I Ix'rran this letter I had a few days' illness. Mrs. 
Gordon and the children are gone to the hills : and since 
they left, one of our dear girls lias been called away by 
our Heavenly Master. She was one of the six who went 
out with us to read to the women, — she was out with me 
the last time. She was taken with billious fever, and died 
in seventeen days. Her name was Martha ; she was de- 
lirious, and we liad not the satisfaction of conversing witli 
her about death ; but we have every reason to believe that 
she loved Jesus, and nothing can separate us from His love. 
She was humble, and did not think too highly of herself, 
ind was kind to all her schoolmates, — loved her neighbor 
» herself. Her great joy wj« that she had one brother who 
was a Christian. She was large, strong, and healthy, and 
would often say to one who was more slender, that " she was 
18 the flower of the grass, wliich the wind Uoweth away."

WHAT THE CHILDREN CAS DO. 

Some time since, when a collection was to be 
made in a SabbatlwMhool. it was proposed that 
each child who ga^^^o(dd enclose his money in 
a slip of paper, telling in what manner it had 
been earned; and having been much interested 
in reading these little scrolls onrselves, wethonght 
that it would be as pleasant to others to see some 
of the many ways in which the little folks can 
make a few pennies for themselves, so as to have 
somethiifg to give to Missions without calling upon 
their parents. And there may be children wait- 
ing until they get larger before they make any 
efforts of the kind, who, we hope, will read the 
following, and learn to do hkewise. 

On one of theae piqpen we find, " Ten cents 
for reading to mother ; on another, " I earned 
this money by whitewashing our spaing house ; " 
on a third, " Ten cents for making bread and 
keepbg hoaBe;".on a fourth, eame^ this' 
laldng care of risfof Maad ; " on a fifth' *< Fw 
keeping mother's room in order a sixth haa, 
"Twenty cents for jm^vement in mnsic;" a 
seventh, " Ten cefita for not crying VtMSi IfUl 
down steps;" an eighth, "For carrying a telor 
gram to Uie office ; " a ninth bad " Made dtreaiy 
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cents by doing what she was told without asking 
why ; " a tenth had been Keeping mother's 
yudin' order;" an deventh had "Earned five 
cents by waiting on pwidma;" and so on for a 
great many mpre ; alwmdantly proraig that there 
are some among us who do not desfHse the day of 
small th;n!:s. — rA«J/t«»«>na»y.

INDIAN WOMEN. 

BT mSS IBSBBLta nOBUBB. 

IDDIA. 

If I write of those we oftenest see and try to 
help, it cannot be of honored, happy women like 
M alika and Mahami, but of the weak, unfortunate, 
and helpless classes, of which there are many 
everywhere ; but here they seem sometimes to 1^ 
the mnltitade, while those who have fiur proq[>ects 
and easy comfort are the exceptions. 

To a school recently opened there came the 
first day a girl scarcely eighteen, {jurying a three 
months* old baby in hdr arms, and most anidoios to 
learn to read. She was a gentle-looking git}* #ith 
an appeafing, iHnning smile and modest deuMandrl 
She wiuited to leairn English, bnt we persoaded 
her to read her own language first ; and, banning 
with die alpiiabet, she set di%entljr at work. 



This is the story she tells of herself; a story very 
sadly commm here. A year and a half ago she 
was living with her husband, when a richer man, 
in English dress and with a dash of white in his 
face, came bribing the ehild-^wife with sweetmeats 
and jewels, ^and soft words and fair promises, until 
he stole her ofif to his mother's house. The mother 
is a Roman Catholic of Indian and Portognese de- 
scent, who practices medicine among zenana wo- 
men. This her youngest son, is idle and wild ; and 
when his money faik, and ins mother and brothers 
refuse to help him, he threatens to dismiss Iddia. 
If her own husband forgave her, — and snqh sins, 
being common, are easily forgiven here, —lie eoidd 
not take her back, for she has broken caste, and ' 
for the same reason she cannot go to her father. 
Ignorant and helpless she lives day by day by suf- 
ferance, her choice being between this present life 
and that of a castaway in a great homeless, pitiless, 
city. " And if they send me away, they will keep 
my baby," she says ; hogging closer the child in 
her arms. . 
^ Lwill tell you something of her home. When I 
visited her, I found her in the lower story of a 
large old house, her room (hmished in the natiw 
manner, with cot for bed and chair, and niches in 
the walls for articles of ornament and hoosebold 
service. She i&A not seat me liere, bat took me 
to the other side of the house, where sat an old 
wmnan in English dress, bnt with a purely native 
ikee. She oonld not Speak Bngli^, bnt presently 
her oldest son, a manly, honest-looking person, 
joined her, and did the talking, for the fiunOy. He 
asked about my work^and*IMfii''Innght get isooeai^ 
to the zenanas by accompanying his mother in her 
visits to tiie sick ; but she demurred, saying no one 
would wish *tb see. me if I wentti a misrionary. 
I fancied the unwillingness was as much on her 
part as with . the Beguns. She was very kind. 
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however; and sending Iddia for a plate of s^yeet 
limes, she prepa^ ihem for tee,Jid{Ung out one 
by one until she was satisfied that I had r^«shed 
myself with the cooling juices. 

Th^'«lie«t- wn> wife was the femiiy favorite. 
She came out on an upper veranda, where were 
couches, easy-chairs, and other corpforte ; and, 
Ihoo^.'die hewed asaentingly vfhen her hnsband 
caHfld^ dm woold not ^oin us. " It is because she 
jtj^kiutfyiLi* apologized her husband, " ashamed of 
notbeins eddeated." By " education " he meant 
an ability to speak EJnglish. And yet the woman 
was/airer than her visitor, having light hair and 
blue eyes. Her husband was not darker than a 
Southern European. He said of his wife, with 
some pride, ".Her grandfether was Colonel Sbme- 
hlijj^ «f the East India service ; " but he did not 
add, as doubtless he might, that her grandmother 
was some poor girl like Iddia. 

Id£a stood 'all the time in the hackgronnd, 
expecting no attention, hot snuluig contentedly 
under her chuddar when I lobbed towards her. 

At another.visit I learned the reason of her do- 
sire to learn. The old woman te^ me that IddUa 
thought she learned to read aiid lsecame a Ohris- 
tiiO, hereon would marry her, and her home would 
be secure. By becoming a Christian, both women 
meant being baptiaed," seeming to regard that cere- 
mony as an admission into respectable society. 
The mother told, me she was "born a Chris- 
tian," by winch ate ntrioit she was bom xR bap- 
^pirtats. 

Iddia is 4(Hng well at school, and is listenmg 
dailyto Pri8ana,one bfoarBible-*ead*a. **S*e 
told me," said Priscilla, " that she could not pray ; 
she did not know how ; she was afraid ; ' and yet,' 
Ae siid, • what can I do if t eattnot go to Ood, fitr 
I have no one else ? ' I told her to tell God all 
ahoHt herself just as she tells us, which seemed to 
mairelierTery happy." 

I think she begins to understand that though 
die outward b|ptum may give her an earthly 
h|m<>» iar fl^ wBtA of the heavenly she needs the 
and of fl» Hdy GHiost.

W0MAXP8 OPPOSITION TO THE GOSPEL I\ 

INDIA. 

BY BEV. T. J. SCOTT. 

In a former conimnnication, we wrote of wo- 
men in India simply as supporters of idolatry. In 
this, attention is asked to their peculiar opposition 
to the progress of the gospel. 

The i^ortonity of women in India for hearing 
and leanii^ anything of Christianity is much 
inore limited than that of men. The cnstoBi of 
keeping them forever concealed within the walls of 
their own homes, among the higher classes, and 
the fact that they are not allowed to stand or Mt 
and hear in a promiscnous street or village assembly, 
leaves them but little opportunity, comparatively, 
to hear the gospel. The consequence is, that, as 
a rule, they know but little of Christianity iirecily 
from its teachers. What they do hear is often 
some caricature, wifli repolave stories of what the 
missionaries do with those ^'ho become Christians. 
Many women in India, as well as China, believe 
that children are kidnapped and carried out of the 
country to be never more heard of, consequently 
they have generally a repulsion to the gospel that 
must he oTercome; otherwise they ani\ its most 
zealous enemies, because most ignorant. 

^Where the husband or son becomes favorably 
inclined toward Ghristiamty,the most powerful dis- 
suasion he meets comes most likely from the wife or 
the mother. Children are taught by the mother to 
shoB the iaiasionaTy as a pestilence. Often when 
on itinerating tours with the native preachers, as 
we enter a village, groups of children are seen 
-scamperiag in ■ every direction. Often, have I 
heard them say, as they would drop thdr sport 
when we had come suddenly on them ropnd the 
tnn <tf flome village alley, " Run quick, quick ; 
here they come who tell about J«Bn»." The na- 
tive preachers have told me dial fa fhlBir htrnwa 
Ae laotfHfei lihe children to keep carefultjr 
away from us when w» bome to the village. Olul- 
dren, with the amoslty of their age, often come 
^ritii the crowd of iriOagers to see and hear when 
we stand up to preach or sit. down to teach in what 
would be die village sqnare^^ at honte. At attch 
Ijff ipg I have seen a mother come up quickly and 
nervously pull fmj her litde boy or girl, as if res- 
cuing the ch3drit^ilWi6 fttedliieBt . danger. 

An instance or two will make more apparent 
this opposition of women to the gospel. Several 
years ago, in my firtt .field in India, I ijnie'dwte- 
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quioteaoe of % well-tcMlo &rmer, and after some 
months he showed a -disposition to accept Chris- 
tiaiuty and take baptism.' This news reached liis 
utivea, rr- there were tWo of them ; and .then what 
emjagtl c6mni6tion! One of them avowed that 
she was done with liim forever ; the other would 
rid herself of him and tlie world together by tak- 
ing poison or a leap into a well. This last threat 
has much force in India, for there is nothing more 
common than for a vexed spouse under real or fan- 
ned injury to put end to the aflhir and herself 
together, and all to retaliate on her lord. Well, 
diese wives opposed this man, so that for more 
than two years he delayed taking baptism, and at 
times almost went back entirely. But the grace 
of God U'iumpbed, and he became a Christian, but 
with the loss of both his wives. He tnpports'them, 
but they shun him to this day. 

In another instance I made the acquaintance of 
a high caste man named Ajaet Sing, the nulie 
meaning unconquerable lion. This man also had 
two wives, but they were more than a match for 
the fem, and tnimi^ completely out of tfie 
way after he bad come very near the kingdom. 
All the women of his village united in the oppo- . 
ritioa in « way tfnrt viipiiiBd BM oniflb On one 
occanon when a native preacher vmted the vil- 
lage to meet and encourage AJeet Sing, the com- 
BMtowoniai openly abased ffimin the street, show- 
ing a remarkable state of excitement, considering 
the> customs of the country. The last, time this 
inan ever attempted to visit me was on the Sab- 
balh. He had yoked his bullocks to a light 
tworwheeled conveyance such as are commonly 
osed in the <country, and was driving ont of 
his village in the direction of the mission house ; 
the village women heard that he was going to 
take baptism, and turning almost en masse, they 
followed him wmiling and tearing their hair, and 
threatening very dreadful thinjgs if he did not de- 
tisL The man turned bade, and was an inquirer 
BO longer. I saw him once or twice afterward, 
but he seemed to have given up all desire or hope 
of becoming a Christian. 

At the present lime, in a village near Bareil- 
ly, a very intelligent Mohammedan is under 
Christian instruction with a view of taking bap- 
tism ; bat -his wife is now the chief and indeed 
only difficolty in the way. They have a beauti- 
ful child,, just a year old, and his wife threatens to 
talifi this diUd and iMve hinu At-^wM shp de- 



clares that if he becomes a Christian, she will de- 
stroy herself. Knowing the character of Indian 
women, he appreciates the fearful danger of this. 
Fortunately this woman is 'accessible to the influ- 
ence of a native helper's wife and also of the mis- 
sionary ladies at Bareilly. More recently slie 
seems inclined to learn, and may come with her 
hnsband. Theee cases show how ^pc^en can op- 
pose the gospel here, and indicate the importance, 
peculiarly difficult as it is, of removing this form 
of antagonism to the pn^ress of Ohristianity in 
India.

THE MOBNIKG DAWNE'IH.

Our November mail reached us this morning, 
bringing, among other friends, the September 
number of the^ Heathen Woman's Fkiend, in 
which is found the biographical sketch of Mrs. 
Jane Isabel White, who made the first missi<niaiy 
grave In our Foocliow Cemetery. I was deepty 
interested in this sketch, from the fact that oar 
annnal meetiBg now in pn^ress, and the senti- 
ments expmned in oar native love-feast yesterday 
morning, showed ao vividly what a g^reat change 
Goi has wrou^i in this mission field sinoo. thsiit 
heroic sister fell, twenty years ago. " She, being 
dead, yet sp efjm th." '.'

Ws were escorted to a large upper room well, fiu:- 
nidwd indi lieavy cotton ct r pa l i, dtawipg^eoiB^ 
churs, a small centr»4aUe, a aiimber of pi e iut e s, - 
and a punkah. 

. T#o women of the fiuni1y, a iastier of the baedcer 

and also the wife of his younger brother, are un- 
der . Sfiss Swain's treatment The elder of the 



two is considered a very holy person ; we found 
her very interesting. 

After having inquired if I were married, if I had 
any children, where was my home, etc., she began 
to tell me of her life and joumeyings, and went 
on to say, " When we journey, we go in close 
p&lkis or g4ris. We never go about as you do ; 
we are <d>liged to stay at home all the time ; or if 
we do go sometimes to bathe or take the air, we 
are so closely shut up in our d41is that it is quite 
as pleasant to stay at home." 

I asked her if she was really unhappy on ac- 
count of her secluded life. With a mprry laugh 
she ezclairoed quickly, " O no, we are at peace 
among ourselves. We go sometimes to the neigh- 
boring houses, and the women come to us, so we 
have many pleasapt hoars, and then we have oar 
work." 

After a little fiirther chat on honseheld affiiirs, 
she began to ask me about the Franco-Prussian 
war, and I was amused at her glee when I told 
her that Napoleon was tifon prisoner by the Prus- 
sians. Clasping her hands, she exclaimed, " Ah, 
one king bas been victorious, and the other ha^ 
fallen f Then she inquired, "Where are the 
armies now? are they yet fighting?" showing a 
real interest in the matter. 

The younger flHAcn^in-law has been for eleven 
years a sufferer ft-onf chronic, disease ; and as a 
male physician coald by no means be admitted to 
the zenana, she would probably have snflfered her 
life long (as would many others of her class) if a 
kind Providence had qot sent a lady physician 
among them=*' to bless and cheer and heal." 

R4ni has been about six months under Miss 
Swain's treatment, and the difficulty, which seemed 
very obstinate at first, seems to be slowly yidd- 
ing to skill and care, and there is a fair prospect 
of a perfect cure. The lines of long continued 
sufiering, so cleariy d^ned dbont ha Mun^, 'md 
on her brow, are gradually fading away ; and I was 
ghui to see, when I vinted them the day before I 
left Bar^y, tint she was MaKy gaining a litde of 
the vivacity of her elder sister. 

Mrs. Thomas is teaching these women to em- 
braid^ in wools, ani At hifm iswi'to be aUe to 
f^in them some instruction in reading. As we 
wem leaving this place one evenmg, we were ac- 
' coined J>y a Ghaprari, who informed as ^t his 
master sent his sal&ms and begged that we would 
kindly stop at his house a few minutes to see a 
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person who was veiy ilL We, of course, assented, 
•ad 

were directed to . AehoosetW^H^'was near bji ' 

Entenng the guarded gateway, we passed through 
a beautiful garden, and were shown Into a room 
wlien ^ bvd of die mension was seated on a low 

couch, a silver lamp burning beside hirn, and the 
inevitable hookah, on its gaylj colored rug, close 
■t hand. . 

Three chairs were ranged along the wall oppo- 
site, to which, by a slight inclination of the head, 
.he directed our attention. When we were aeated, 
a profound silence fell upon as. From • slight 
disturbance in an inner room it was evident that 
some preparation was going on preliminary to our 
visit ; presently we asked if we could see the pa- 
tient. " In a- little time," was the answer ; and 
josfat that moment, to the evident relief of our 
host, a man eiitered, and, saluting us, seated himself 
on the conch. The master of the house inquired 
through him which was the doctor ; and luniog 
satisfied himself on this point, he propecded to ex- 
plain, through his interpreter, that there was a 
person in his iiouse who was very ill, and having 
hetrd of the skiU and kindness of the doctor, Miss 
SaUba, he had called her, hoping she might be able 
to cure his relative. We again asked to see the 
sick woman, and were taken through a long, dark 
passage into an adjoining room,* where on a low 
bed lay the sufferer. A single glance sufficed to 
■bow us that alre^ulj the' grim xaaneagft had is- 
snimiQonB fi>r her reltese &bm eartb. 

Perliaps the husband read in our faces that we 
h»d no hope of being able to benefit her, for he, 
in* low tone, requested that we wbnid not give 
an opinion of her case before her, as she might be 
alarmed if she knew we thot^ht her very ill. . 

iOls Swun asked if-«bything had been done 
for her during her illness, and the husband replied 
. diat a native doctor had been prescribing /or her. 
We asked what, medicine he had jpven, and were 
told that she had been taking gold and silver leaf 
and powdered pearls. A medicine coatlj enoogh 
to b« efficadoDS enough, tmly I 

Miss Swain suggested some ample means of 
making the poor suflhrer UMite comfortable for the 
ftw iw mairiing boon her life, and when- 
were once more seated in the outer room, told 
them kindly that the case was quite beyond her 
aldll, that it was very evident, tiiat a few boors 
more would end - her sufferings. The husband 
uked if we could come agf^n, and we proiipwd 



to call early Monday morning, tbongh we had lit- 
tle hqie finding the poor wotnan alive. 

It is probable that she died before that time, fiir 
when we made our promifed call, the gate-faefw 
■■id master wa»-in great tiWDlile,andhad gnrea 
orders that no one should be adoutted. Our ser- 
vant insisted that he should let Us master know 
of oar arrival, but the man perristently- dedund 
that his master had ordered that no one sh-ould 
be admitted, and he did not dare to go near him 
to tell him we w«ra wutiog. Am tiw gMe4iMper 
knew nothing of the affairs of -Ibe boow^ W 
did not learn if the master^s wife was^s^ iSkm^ 
bat were obliged to go home <te^oring the feol&h 
custom of the country, which allows a woman to 
die of simple neglect rather than have a male 
phyndan laxSk apon her fiuse^ 



LATE NOTES FROM CHINA. 

THiHKnia that a few extracts from our ]||||| 
Cliina mail may be of interest to your readers, I 
give them berewith. Brp. H. H. Lowry, of oui 
Pekin Mission', writes : " I must tell you sometlnqg 
of the punishment (?) of the perpetrators of the 
Tientsin massacre. The CJiihhieu and Foo were 
banished, that is, o» paper. Sixteen coolies (a 
eool|y h of 'tiie lowest clasi^ were beheaded, many 
of. tihem believed to be innocent. The offidals 
gm the fiimilies of each of the beheaded five hoftp 
drsd tieli, or abont aSx. hnfidred and sixty-six diol- 
lars, and to each of the banished three hundred 
taels, or four hnqdred dollars. The, exertion wgf 
made a grand i^hir. AH Tient^-. Irent in pro- 
cession, dressed in mourning and deeply bewailing 
the &te of the marijfrt. The criminals were 
dressed in gSk riolies, nd promised that they should 
be mandarins (officials) in the other world. After 
tliey were beheaded, their heads were teum, on 
■gain." This was fo ss«e tliem.firom the 
which to the Chinese mind is very gS^^ 
se{wration of any ^rt of the body. 

SiO. llViisele^ilioof oar PW^n Misrion, writes : 
" Bro. Lowry and I have just returned from Tien- 
tsin, where we had the happiness of meeting our 
aenr munonaries, Bros. Pilcher and Davis. On oar 
way down we met the great T»eng-kfoo-fau (one 
of the first statesmen of the Empire) and his 
li^nt rei^oe. Some of the soldiers or attendiPs . 
manifested a hostile feeling, and one of them Went 
through the motion of cutting off Mr. .Lowi^'s 
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head as he rode past on his hoise^ but we got off 
all right Our Tientsin bredtten have pttssed 
ttloa{^ ttying times, and the prospect is far from 
■asnring now. Now aofl then they hear of new 
horrors -in' connection wldi did massacre ; all will 
never be known. It is sad to see how apparently 
incapable the Chinese are of regarding' the massa- 
cre in the light of a great crime." 

From our , Foochow Mission we have encourag- 
iqg news of the sUte of our mission work. 

-Tlie Brifish govcAment'hin sent orders to their 
.Ciqiuiuls to the effect that hereafter English mis- 
rioiuury societies must conAne their operations to 
die treaty ports ! This is indeed a step beek-- 
ward. The treaty expressly admits the right of 
minionaiies to travel throughout the country and 
prMdi. Of oooise the misnonaries cannot give 
up their large and interesting work in the country ; 
but this order of the British government will take 
ftiMa diem* die prateedon tM oar trenty promises, 
and doubtless all missionaries will feel its pernicious 
results. Our missions in China especially need 
pwjWB of dw Chnrdi. I timst they >ai have

She was among the first girls who were received 
info the Orphahage ; and feing an agreeable, lively, 
and intelligent girl, she became a general favorite 
in die school. She always stood among the first 
in her "classes. 

But that which endeared her to W most of all 
wu the tender, motherly care she had over our 
l^ie foundling, Fnm«i Ol><y»n. ^bo was given 
to her a little babe, and of which she had the 
entire charge for five years. The child loved wid 
obeyed her as a mother or an elder i^Mf. We 
particularly admired this affectionate care of her 
in Grace, because .it was so unusual a thing for 
• native girl or woman to voluntarily aiSfillio so 
1W|kmsible and often disagreeable a care. 

One year ago Grace was mnrried to a man 
whom we hoped was worthy of her,, but being

ideas of female seclusion for a Christian, her sphere 
of usefulness was, tcTU^ the least, limited. 

We were greatly disappmnted that after all our 
efforts to train her for a teacher and helper in the 
w6rk of saving and elevating her countrywomen, 
she should be so restricted by her husband's iriews 
as to be almost entirely useless. 

About the last of September we heard that she 
was very ill, and near the middle of October she 
was sent over from Budaon to Miss Snain for 
medical treatment. Her disease prove'd to be 
consumption, and had already progressed too far 
for human aid. It was a sore trial to us that we 
could not converse freely '^ith her during her last 
days with ns. 

She was much of the time deranged, and her 
disease had so afiected her as to deprive her of her 
hearing, so that it was very difficult and almost 
impossible to converse with her at all. 

The account of her conversion, as written by 
herself some two years before leaving the Orphan- 
age, is as follows : — 

**The state of my heart is this: I was a great 
sinner ; my heart was full of sin ; but it was not 
God's will that I should remain thu^. I cried to 
Htm imd besonght Hhn widi iaitfa to take away 
the burden of sin from my heart ; and soon there 
camf into my heart this word, — ' Thy sins are 
(at^kn.' Then the harden of sm rolled off my 
heart, and Jesus with His own precious blood 
sprinkled my heart, and God in His mercy forgave 
me my sins, so now my heart is comforted and at 
peace. I desire always hereafter to walk with 
Him and to refrain from sin."

tianily, we feel lhat we are laying a good founda- 
tion for the Church in these parts.- Many of 
"tfnM .bays boerd on dw premiseB, and most of 
them regularly attend OUT Sftbbtth aenrioe and 
Sunday-scliool. . " 

It ia cliecring to hear a heathen boy give a 
dear outline of the morning's fiermon when 
asked to do so by the missionary. And there ^ 
seems almost no limit to the nomber of verses 
from the New Testament they can oonaunit to 
memory and recite. 

The Sabbath-school is held after the morning 
aeMce. Each bey takes one of our Sanday-school 
books home with Klin ; in the afternoon they are 
all called fogether again, when, returning their 
books, they give an outline of what tliey have 
reidr 

We do not propose to cease preaching to the peo- 
ple in the bazars and wherever we can find them ; 
but none of our hearers give vmn promise than 
these youths collected in our schools. We are 
expecting the Holy Ghost to come down upon us. 
We hope to sec these boys sonndly (converted to 
God. Our hope is rational ; <nre are using the 
means and trusting in God for this result. Should 
' God be ^eaaed to wasfi. our feeble efforts and 
answer our prayers, there will be. kindled such a 
flame amid tttflfo mountains that jione can eztio- 
gdkh it tiU ail tfau wretched snpentd^ is con- 
sumed. 

Besides this Anglo-verhaeular school, located 
here, there are -two others under mission supervis- 
ion ; the one at Srinugger, some seven miles dis' 
tant, being nearly as large and. important as the 
one here ; in fact, except in mission schools Eng- 
lish is not tau^^t in Gurhwal. We- have also a 
nnmber of smallc^ ifiutii&^ In which only the 
vernacular is taught. 

We have two prombing girl schools at Sri- 
ongger, and one here. Our missionary ladies do 
what they can to teach these girls, but family 
cares often prevent them from doing as much as 
they would. We have a small orphanage, in 
which are gathered dght girls and fifteen boys ; 
total twenty-three. The Government allows 
somethiBg for their support, but the larger part 
we have to provide. We are looking to yow So- 
ddty for this over-expenditure ; in f)u:t,'if fonds 
ain hot secured from some source, the missionary 
in char^ will probably be under the painful

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HOW TO PBAY FOR IIISSIONASIES. 

[An article on tliis subject had been prepared 
and was already in. type, when the following eoim- 
miinication was received from Miss Thobnm. 
What the editorial unsuccessfully attempted, is 
given here so directly and forcibly, from a mission- 
ary's own heart, that we gladly substitute it. — 
Ed.] 

The Friend for November 4ias a word in season 
on this subject, to which one who is often enconcr 
aged by the message, " We are praying for you," 
would like to add a few thoughts suggested by her 
needs. 

While many give us theif hearts' warmest sym- 
pathies, expressed in. prayers, that stand in place 
of the personal service Aey would cotint it all joy 
to render in this department of the Master's work, 
very few comprehend our real wants and difficul- 
ties. 

Among many the opinion prevails that mission- 
aries are half saints, htdf heroes, struggling pain- 
fully on in a life of peculiar trials. They , are 
supposed to be BO isolated from the temptations 
common to mortak, thi^^^y molest them no 
more, and all tiiey need flS^eaven are health, 
stiength, and an ever open way before them. Most 
jpngfers for missionaries are like those we might 
.oi^ fer the martyr at tl»e stake, whose sonUbat- 
tles are all fought, but who is called to pass through 
an outward fire of affliction in following his Lonk 
It ooee toy own ixpedtiiSm d^iflbom 
among a perishing heathen people would come a 
constant inspiration to activity in their behalf, and 
yearning for dirir MlvniSn wmU m biing me to 
tlie Source of love and power that my heart would 
always be glowing with holy fire. To correct this 
impressidto^oiie Inis enfy to karn, or to remember 
that in going to India or China or Africa, mission- 
aries take their huuuui hearts with them, and that 
T min^ -itatma is not changed by crossing an ocean 
or a continent. Its developments are the same 
on both sides of the world. Here there are as 
nuny temptations to negligence, indolence, aAd 
selfishness as in America, where there are com- 
paratively few calls to work for others.^ Tli^re 
are. as .many incentives to personal ainlltiaiCiUlA 
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Let those who fray for missionaries ask ^tliat 
they may be sustained, not in any great sacrifice, 
but in the daily trials common to all, — the renun- 
ciation of whatever retards bur Christian prog- 
ress or the Saving of .sonls within odr influence. 
As said in Uie extract first alluded to, " Look 
within yonr own heart-Iifet" and firom what yon 
Me ttam form your judgment of ours, aqd of onr 
wants. As you need patience and wisdom, zeal 
and love, in the same measure that yon desire 
llHnit «dif dial they may be measured to ns. 

** Bat," it may be said, " there is something 
peqfifiir in every state of life, and is nothing %o 
witti the miaaiinnry ? " Yts, but not the peculiar 
trials so often accredited. Here there is a struggle 
a^unst the phyaicri husitude of a tropical climate ; 
' aad worse than heat oP snn or chill of rain is the 
IriBt' in.die moral atmosphere, — an influence 
Widiop Sagsley so well apprehended in his visit 
hiwe, and exp^eased in one of his letter*.

Half of my 
heart for God troubled me a long time ; by His 
grace, I added the other half, not a great while 
ago- 

A very generous but quizzing spirit, to be whose 
hnmUer half does not trouble mej came down to 
breakfast one of tliese cold mornings, found tho 
stove red-hot and the breakfast-room uncomforta- 
bly warn, with the therltaometer outside ran^g 
20° below zero. 

Turning down the damper, he said very quietly 
and not at all maliciously, Thoe goes qaiurtBrof 
a heathen at least." 

For weeks I had been pondering and planning 
how I could, during 1871, manage to save die 
other half of that dear little girl in India. 

Was I not economical f Did I not stint all my 
luxuries and contrive to do mthoat any veiylaige 
supplies of necessities? 

Yes, all this was beyond contradiction. Con- 
science had offered no reproof that I oeald hear; 
but here it was at last, — the damper waa not 
turned down. 

Hot Ae damper to the dining-room stove alone, 
but so many dampers I could see that were letting 
the fires rage, and not in any sense standing guard 
over dear Mrs. Waugh's poor Bengalis. It was 
made clear now, that which had been so dim be- 
fore, — a waste here, a leak there, materials .ifith 
resources only half ezhansteji .ani « wolX^^ltfMl 
that had never been mine. 

That was a quiet bred&st. John was sony, 
and thought he had hurt me, for he knew how Ae 
nus^onary spirit had been striving with me. 

I was glad ; after prayen, I|>at mjr joins aropnd 
his neck and said, "I te^j^^^r^ 
odier half AOWi dear." 
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And so I do, and 1871 shall be a better mis- 
sionaiy year to me by half a soul more. 
I shall try to tnm oS the dampj^ down.

'.In. the nutath <rf' J^itgcM, 1870, a mnbiv of Methodist 
women in'San Francisco inet to oonndt as to the prc^ety 
of forming a Branch of the Woman's Fortign IGssionary 
Society on this coast. We had seTeral meelangt and dis- 
cussed the matter fully, and came to this condadoa, 
while we had the heathen in oue iudst, we. OtNlUraot 
conscientiously ignore them, and join a Society eipmily ' 
to work in foreign lands. What then could we do ? He 
answer was this, — ■ form a Society to worlc among the 
heathen here, and make a proviso in our Constitution that 
if the Woman's Foreign Missionar) Society would recog- 
nize this as a-. part of their work, we would become a 
branch of that organization. This we have done, and al- 
though progressing slowly, confidently expect to see our 
irork a prosperous one. 

There are on this coast over 60,e00' Chinese, about three 
.thoosand of whom are women, and over two thousand of 
tfaese.women are in San Francisco. We cannot go to and 
ttnm lie principal thoroughfares in our city without meet- 
ing Mima of these people, who by their appearance, lan- 
goage, and dress are so noticeably different from any 
other race among us. They have their heathen temples hero, 
and they have their own tribunals of justice, and execute 
Ibsir own laws, irrfspeotiTe of American laws ; of course 
' i^it^ dus secretljr as fiir as practicable. I send with this, 
accounts, laken froat oar H^jtfm, sbqwing the inhu- 
man treatment anl <lw i M i l i i g bi M if «f 0ie WMMn of 
tins nee by the men.

Mt dbar Children,— In my last letter I 
yoa something of the many beggars I see in the 
streets as I go and come, and now I will tell you a 
little more about them. Yesl«kbQr, as Jack was 
taking me tb school, I saw a company of about , 
titttte handled people sitting under two large trees 
by the road-si|^ Mmyci you, even those who 
live in dties, never saw so many wretched people 
in your mhtAB lives. They were of all ages ; some 
80 old and feeble they leaned weakly agiunst the 
tree-tronkis oc lay on the ground; younger and 
stronger men aikd women, in tattered clothes and 
matted, ragged hair, who sat in groups talking 
with loud, harsh voices ; little children, naked and 
half starved, but stHi laughing and playing like so 
many little princes. 

I asked what had brought them all together. 
Were they a company of travelling beggars ? 

No, I was told. In a house near by, a rich man 
had died, and at his fiinend, which was about to 
take phuse; money would be iilstrihnted among the 
poor. Some one had gone into the nearest streets 
and Alleys and called the be^an to leedve it. 
llien i Kmemhered how I had seen tach a fu- 
neral. Tiie dead man lay without a coffin on a ^ 
bier which was carried on. the shoulders of fimr 
men. Ifefim them walked a man scatterhig ptofr' 
to the right and left in much the same way as 
&nnerB used to sow wheat j and as the rough cop- 
per etftHettne to the gi^itAmd, die beggars fcriAl^ 
bled for them, making loud outcries of pleasure 
or disappointment as they seized or lost a pris0. 
Hie hme Midi ti&ril and really needy fell b^wd 
as the prdoeqwa. moved on, While the kigr-«iieii|^ - 
ones were ga^mg their pockets filled. '

You will think it would be better to give them

fighting with each other for -the liighest place in 
Ae blae donei ' Of coans vAj ta^ipjr boys % 
kites. And wlien I have finished this letter, I 
will go to a school where a score of little girls will 
tefl I9' diefrlM^t eyes that their hearts are h'ght 
and glad. 

Still, dear little friends far away, pray for them 
all; ^Uiendi n^'a children and Ilie orphaned 
heggars. All around and before fhem is very dark. 
Except some good strong hand deliver them, they 
wfll learn falsehood for truth and sdfislqaeas for 
love, and will gp on soffeiing and doing eyfl to the 
end.

Thb news of our safe arrival at Bomht^, donht* 
less long since reached the readers of The Friend. 
After anchoring in the harbor, we were obliged to 
remain on deck from nine nntil jiv« ; 'aad ilUHmgfa 
very impatient to tonch terra firma, we had a fiiie 
ogporUnuty of receiviiy first impressions a£ native 



life and manners, as scores of boats, filled with 
natives of flfanOBl every caste, were constantly Ml 
the w^ter near us. One contained a dooen or 
more men, with as many different mnrical inktm- 
ments, with which they were producing an inde- 
scribable harmony of disco^d^ varied by occasional 
dandng and song, — this was evidently considered 
by the other natives as'somediiag very enjograHe. 
Another boat contained five iiMn, who, nneon* 
soionsly, peAnitled ns to irftness the preparation 
and enjoyment of a noonday meal. They seated 
themselves npon the bottom of the boat aronnd a 
large wooden bowl oontMning rice ; Mme of tbeb 
number ponred in it, from an earthen vessel, cnrcy, 
or what wis at ' hmne might call a gravy, the pite- 
cipal ingredients of ire liot sinoes. Aftue- 
thoronghly mixing with his hand the rice and 
curry, they began -eating. Each dipped the| rig^t 
hand ill the4>owI,and with a rapid, deztmosmO**-. 
ntent of the hand, formed the food into a ball about 
the site of an egg ; diis« aifter totting into the 
month, they a w allB l^ i t d ' infele preparing a seeoad 
mouthful, and so on until the dish was emptied. 
They then rinsed their month an4hand in water 
from one vessisl, dnifiiit^ffon ano^hflfihttd took^nin 
a tin box a roll of betel leaf, or pawn, which they / 
chewed for about ten minutes ; afker this, th^

bath. This may not seem as interesting to home 
friends as it did to us, but I g^ve it becsiise it wip 
oW first initiiijifer faito teativi^ ' » ' 

We were reminded strikingly of home on read- 
ing, in a Bombay Gazette brought us from the 
ilme, tiiis aoitenoe : ** The cold weaAef ls now 
upon us ; " but when we realize that the thermom- 
eter was in the region of 100°, and the sun so hot 
as to reiidlw it da^gttmis to reuiam on deck Jbqgi ^ 
even w6lSmmh0i^yvir^hiS(it tm^i lnik 
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Almost every nationality can be seen in Bom- 
iMtjr. The Parsees are among the higher vcA 
WMlthier classes of natives. Some of their resi- 
ctences surpass in splendor any private re^denoe 
■een in Amstica, at lewt in ontn-ard appearance ; 
but they teem to have very little idea of comfort 
w lozidies inside, their only idea of enjoyment of 
wwddi-braig an outward display of it^ These 
Panees are descendants of the ancioiit Persian 
firc-worshippers, and still' adhare to tiilit form' of 
religion. 

It is almost impossible to give t|ngibility to the 
first impressions made upon one's mind by lieathen 
surroundings and mghts. We seem literally sur- 
nnnded by ^ff T<m«»— which can be felt, and no- 
where is XMma i^tmoglii and power reaGnd in' 
snob grand contrast to' human weakness and belp- 
kasaeasas here. The saddest,. most bathsome, 
yet interesting sight we saw just ft BtOe outride of 
the city. On one side of us were the Malabar 
hills, beantifiil as laadacape can be, omy for the 
thoo^t that Ob W<of lls niabBiti aliiBdB die silent 
IMrer or Parsee bniiil-place, where those who are 
oonndered as UBOOig )be most inteUuent .<£ the 
heatben kave tiie moovered boflUt of de«i 
to bleach in the sun, or be eaten by vultures and 
ether birds of prey. On the other side of the 
toa.m»».luptButahiaSugf^^a^ trtre 
^^^ifaig at that time more than a dozen dead 
bodies, each in separate fires kept burning by the 
' peaiert idaiiTe of tlie deceased ; in niany instUMes, 
these were alone by their dead, alternately "feeding 
the file, ebanting, dancing, and lamenting. Just 
bade of dns irtui • liolumBiBdMi gMnre^od, tiie 
IH^ftves made in all sorts of diapes and covered 
shells, bones, etc., fan t astical ly arranged. 
Iffrnty Mtthi— aAadaas werapttfonningSifilBof lie»< 
then worship over these graves, and in some in- 
stances scattering flowen and food. We rode by 
at «vMatf «ad i^flBg ^e street conld be 
seen scores of Parsees prostrating themselves to the 
ground in adoi^on of their sun-god, while naked, 
wietdwd looUag Hmdwi were worshipping 
l»eces of stone, daubs of paint, etc. We thought if 
k ware only posuble for Christian hearts at home 
tfftttbm-jmbiA heathenism is, as they irqald if 
here for one hour only, in the place of every one 
wmikm ury now sent, hundreds would be found 
■ -HH||).go^slnd tkosa who conld not go, wonlddo 
tA 1b llieir power toward sending others. We 
ifmt two days in Bombay, then started by rail- 



way for LoAnow, stopping only at Oawnpore, 

where we had time only to visit the memorial well 
garden. The grandeur of the Ghaut Mpuntains 
scenery through which we passed tendered ocm- 
traat all that came after comparatively uninterest- 
ing. The railroad, runs not only up, down, and, 
over monntabM, but fiterally dwoogb and imder 
them. For about an hour's ride we emerged from 
one tunnel hardly long enough to get a taste of 
f^esh air and smdight befiwe oitraing'eao&er, but 
most of the time, while crossing the mountains, 
nothing prevented our eyes firom fewting on na- 
ture 8 weird-like loveliness. . 

We are now in Lucknow, awaiting conference, 
which sits January 12th. Here we have a fine op- 
portunity of aeong what Ohiisthiiity does for these 
people, there being here a chapel and quite a soci- 
ety of Christian natives. The difi^nce between 
Eniopeaii or Amoican Ohristians and natives, 
their lives, habits, etc., is so marked, one is led at 
first to in.quire if the gulf separating them is not 
so wide and deep as to be ntteriy impassable, bnt 
the question is answered when we see the native 
Christians. While they consistentiy adhere to their 
urtive dress, an^>lieily of fife, and habits in general, 
there is such an apparent divergence from heathen 
life, so evident a degree of happiness and superi- 
mtty, as to leai^l^to wonder that more of the 
natives are not^Htttinoed and led to embrace 
Christianity. 

&i wd^ fallen firam here, I do not tacpt«t to 
interest the readers of Thb FBmn) by any general 
information ; too much of that kind of reading has 
abeaify .lieeawifittai by .master hands to make it 
possible for one untutored, save in simple school- 
fptl oon^ontions, to hope to succeed ; but littTe, 
everf^y ooconrenoas, mmple ^^impses of mission 
life, work, and experiences, seen and participated 
in by ns, we know are what our home firiends wish. 
Shan I tdl youa little of to-day's experieno^f I 
accompanied this morning, for the first time, ft.jBar 
tive Bible-reader, who speaks English, on sdaie of 
her mission wwk. We passed through narrow, 
dirty alleys, closely lifted 'on either side by little, 
uncomforUble looking mud-huts, until we reafibed 
one.ftiittjbniMejedttdedtiian the others; three 
or four EQndn women were seated on the groood 
outside, watching.tbeirdiildren playing in the son. 
Knowing a miner's weakness, we stopped to ad- 
mire the babies asked a few goteral dmnesl^ 
qoestions, and «pon gained perpiwtMi to>i^,i«^ 
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read to them. These were among the poorer class 
of nafivei: their honsea are e^dMttf inttiKled 

only for protection daring the rainy season, as at 
other times they lire mainly oat of doors. Their 
(illy clothing was a dir^, ragged chn^dah wrapped 
areond them, and a large nomber of cheap 
wooden or tinseled ornaments. I counted , from 
twenty to thirty braceleits on the arms of one wo- 
man ; besides these, she wore heavy anklets, a half 
dozen wooden and brass necklaces, two pairs of 
earoringB, one ao heavy as to have drawn her ear 
hopelessly oat of shape, a circular nose-jewel 
reaching below the chin, one or two small tinseled 
jewels which seemed to be inserted in the fore- 
head, and naniberlesQ finger and toe rings. These 
omameiits contrasted strangely with her long, neg- 
le(«ad, mmfkA^ and dir^ chuddab. A 
dMen tUtet wnmen soon gathered aronnd ns, and 
Hilttied attontitely to what was said. Daring the 
liwding and e:qdanation of a few passages <p God's 
great love to the world, we were often interrnpted 
by questions and comments. One woman re- 
marked that she believed in our God, and that He 
loved us Christians, but she could not uncierstand 
how that love coald make us love them well 
enough to come and teach them, unless we did it 
for the "big pay." She had evidently seen much 
•ORoWf and aaid she did think it was beautiful to 
ham Inch ft Flcimid to go to when in trouble, but 
it was of no use ; it was oar Uuik to have God love 
as, and theirs not' to; we were horn Christians, 
they were not Afier several Hindustani hyuna 
had been sung, they- desired lu to smg them aome- 
^ng in English. The Bible-reader interpreted 
tte words, and we sang " I love to tell the story," 
«i4 never before had we realized as. then what a 
blcaaed privilege it woold be to teD in tiu^ own

She and her widowed sister-in-law are 
mncfa interested in wool emlnoidery, which Mn.

Obe day ahe presented ns each a litde giMn ' 
silk bag embroidered with gold, which contained 
betd-nnt, cardamons, and almcmds ; and when we 
iMidliMled tlieai «nd admired oiir |^ ahe ftflwd. 
if we would eat some sweetmeats which she ha4 
prepared for us. Of coarse we aaid jes, and A» 
coi^iieted na to ano&er voom, ndiate we aat dtfwn 
on the carpet in fame nal^re al^Ie, while she set 
bc^ne m fj^ot a down dWl^Bt^^inda ioi twnfilt-- 
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Some of the sweets she had made henelf, and 
they were truly delicious. We were not sorry 
to have her aak oa if we would take some home 
with us. 

One day Miss Swrin nsed some remedy the 
effect of which she was anzious to note ; and as it 
was nol; convenient for ns to go to the city the 
■eoond^ie that day,*- we asked her if ahe coold 
not come to the bungalow in the evening. She 
■dd her husband was so anxioos fbr her to get 
wdl that he would allow her to come if no one 
would see her. We assured her that no one but 
ourselves should see her, and accordingly aboat 
fire o'clock she arrived in a dali, which was taken 
into Miss Swain's room, in order that no one 
might, by any chance, see her alight. We invited 
her to sit down, but she was too much interested 
in looking about her to heed the invitation ; and 
whoi she had satisfied her curiosity regarding 
everytbing in the room, 'ahe wanted to know 
yAaX was in the other rooms. We had taken the 
pnoiMition to send away all the male servants, so 
th^ww no fear of intrusion; and with mad 
pleasure we showed her the rest of the house, our- 
selves qmte enjoying her delight and amazement 
over die iarrangement of our dining, sleeping, and 
. ntting rooms. We amused her with pictures and 
■bowed her our work ; atid when she finally took 
hiar departnre, she asked if she might come again, 
assuring us that her husband would have no ob- 
jection if we told hint it was necessary. This 
woman's diftwrity ia on6 of many years' standing, 
though not very serious ; and we have hope that 
in a few months she will be quite cured. 

Myk^ ia already onpardonaUy bng, «nd I 
have no room to tell- you of the many other cases 
where the advent of a lady physician has not 
ail^ breast comfort to the body, bnt infused a 
new interest into the life of these secluded women. 

It is enough to say that wherever we went we 
wwei^Miy welcomed, and in aeMiwl eaaee most 
earnestly requested to teach them to read and 
work, that they might have something to do 
which would relieve the weary aieti j iiii ty ^fVfec i i r 
lives. We could only promise that as soon as 
possible some arrangement would be made , for a 
regular visitor and teacher. 

As missionary ladies we have long and ear- 
nestly desired to get access to the zenanas of the 
Utdd ; but now that the doM iu « opfeosd to n^^ 



shall do it? Mrs. Thomas finds her work in the 

Orphanage, and indeed needs an assistant there ; 
Mrs. Scott has her city schools besides the work 
among the women of the Christian Tillage om- 
nected with the Mission Industrial School. Miss 
Swain has more professional ^ork than she has 
time to attend to, and it is evident that more 
helpers are imperatively necessary. 

"There is more than enough work for three 
more lady missionaiies in Baretlly alone. Where 
shall we look for them ?

One poor woman saved the pen- 
nies she could get from the butteimilk she sold. 
Her interest in the salvation of heathen women 
caused her to think of this method of raising a 
little money. Bu^, says some one, these are ex- 
ceptional cases. There are many who giv^ just 
so moeh a year to the nustfonary eanse. A man 
gives ten dollars a year ; if his wife or daughter 
gives Udo cents a week to this woman's society, 
the man will deduct it from his ten dollars, and 
give only nine ! Now I cant believe this. I don't 
want to think so meanly ^of the Christiaa men of 
our Ohnreh as fo think for a moment that ^wy 
would deduct tiiese two ceni» a week from their 
subscription. The history of our Society practi- 
cally denies uid sets at rest d& doubt. H die 
history were otherwise, it would only prove the 
need of a home missionary society to send lady 
missionaries to certain ^ household sinners." We 
dont want the ladies to go to their husbands or 
•fethers for this money, but to give it themselves, 
.to take it from their jewelry, ribbons, their cim- 
fectionery even. Two cents a Week I whmn or 
what society can that hurt ? 

The httt and most wonderful otgeetion I kave 
yet iieard, to come from a Christian Methodist 
minister of this age, is that he thought Christ 
could have made no mistake triieii He . sent oat 
men apostles, and not women ! This would per- 
haps have some weight, did we propose to send 
out apoftles.

To him each line is illuntinated with 
its s{Hrit, — it means fireedAn, protection from irk- 
some and absolute impositions, a peaceful home, 
high social, edacational, and religions privileges, 
bilt dearar than all, direct personal responsilnlity. 
He reads the simple prefatory statement of the 
object of the Constitution with a quickening pulse ; 
and if his heart be right, he wOI recognise and 
aeeept anew the duties laid on him, and will go 
about their fdlfillment, thanking Gh>d for the 
privflege. 

The Constitution of the Woman's Foreign Mis- 
iionaiy Society is a veiyoOooM aiid aimple thing. 
It tells in plain words of the work to he done, . — 
it' provides briefly for its systematic accomplish- 
ment. To a casual reader it would only say that 
8C0M one wanted to help the heathen, and took 
this way of giving the movement method. Learned 
gentlemen of the law might lift theur eyebrows 
and say uncomplimentary things about tlie legal 
capacity of women. 

Bat te us this little nnpietendii^ document 
means : Here is work Ibr Glixist Ton can do it, 
yours is the respopudbilt^, «nd by and by the 
Mailer will ask how yon met it Some read it 
wiilr lliis. meaning, more read without it ; and so 
it comes that too often its demands and provisions 
are accepted tlKiq^itleHlj or indifferently, and 
then fSn^gotten.' 

The obligation to do what we may for our per- 
fi^w^CTBatarei in heathendom has always 
[upon US. God devolved H upon us in the 
beginning, in the great gospel law- of love. Bat 
hj Aia Sode^, into which Methodist women a^ 
now invited, ^ ' has brooght this wtnk to otar 
very door, ^e is lining it before each one, and 
'l»illfN^ GluMui^ftir. In 



accepting membership in the association, we per- 
sonally accept the - call. We intelligently and 
freely ]dedge oaraelves to the work. We aasome 
not meridj tiie expressed obligation of member- 
ship, but dl the implied as well. It is the spirit, 
and not the letter, tliat asks and reodves oar 
promise. How are we fulfilling this far-reaching 
pledge ? If we come short, it cannot be for lack 
of knowledge. No doty can be dearer thap one 
thus personally accepted. Our very membership 
bears witness that we both know and acknowl- 
edge oar personal obligation to God in this mat- 
ter. Who of us, then, can be indifferent ? 

But while unfaithfulness and neglect must 
bring such certain ooiidemnation, how ^orions is 
the privilege, and how high the honor of faithful 
service 1 If Christ vrere to visit the earth and 
personally sdwit our coSperation in this grand 
enterprise, the honor could be no greater. He is 
soliciting us daily to be thus laborers together 
with him. He wants no forced, unwilling service, 
nothing but labors of grateful love. Let us re- 
member that our sacrifices and toils and prayers 
herein will b(» the- measure of oar love to Him. 
Tiie record is on high. Ere long each one of us 
must meet it. 



Baltimore is entitled to the honor of having 
started the fint Woman's Foreign Missionary So- 
ciety on this Continent. Twenty years ago, the 
ladies of the Methodist Episcopal churches in Bal- 
timore organized the " Ladies China Missionary 
Society ; " and, during that time, have with " pa- 
tient continuance in well-doing " nobly sustained 
the missionary work among the women of China.

When I left my home m Apeticafor India, I 
said, " If I see anything that I think the diildvQii 
will like to know, I will write to Uiem, and 
them aboiit it." I have only been' here ona 
month, yet I have seen some tliiiigs that I kmnr 
wooId.lnterpBt tha boyi girls who so carefully 
save their pennies for the missimiary boxes. Some 
of them work hard to give a few pennies every 
mpBth to the missibjmry work, and they would like 
to know if their tnites do realty help these ppor 
heathen, and if the petfla here are glad to hear 
about 4n Saviour of Ae world. 
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called the native city. There are whole streets 
of mnd-hooiei inliabited by the poor, and tKese 
ood days — yon would not call them cool nor 
think it winter if yon were to look around, and 
initad af mow and ice, yon were to see the fine 
gardens* full of roses, and other beautiful flowers, 
and see the orange-trees filled with the golden 
ftuft^ yetiriiitar ifca^bflMi ttid cold too for these 
poople, and yon may see them shiverifig, so poorly 
are they clad. I find .them sitting out in front of 
tiMr hoiMes vo the aand, tefBO^ to get warm, men 
and women, and a great many children. Poor 
tlungs, no wonder they are cold, for many of them 
Iwre no clothing, not one garment These are 
the little heathen children you have heard* about, 
and I am sure if yen could see them, you would 
be' more- aaiioas «o not only joor {Monies, 
but your ten-cent pieces, too. It does not matter 
so much that they hare no clothes, for in a few 
weeks it will be lo warm they will not need them. 

But it is a very sad thing that they do not 
know Jesus the blessed Saviour, nor can they 
love their Heavenly Father, for they have never 
heard about Him, snd do not know that He made 
and cares for them. There are a few here that 
have learned what you know so weD, and. th^ 
little faces shine with joy when they come to the 
meeting and Sunday-«chool. I am beginning to 
love dMn very madi Iw diey come in room 
to see me. They say good-morning to me by 
putting their right hand to their foreheads, at 
the same time making a low bow, and saying, 
"Salam." They then sit on the floor and talk 
to me, but I cannot tell what they are saying. I 
oaa only understand them when they smile, for 
that means just the same here that it does in 
America. I love to have them come ; I feel they 
-are my little friends when they take hold of my 
hands and 8mile,.^ taiM lane I hope to teU 
tern about yon. "• 

Tie boys wear long white tronsers, and a calico 
ooat that looks very much like yonr donble gowns. 
The little giris wear a long dress of torn* bright 
. calico, and over their 'heads, they wM a' red or 
wMte blanket with one. onrner thrown over the 
kft Aonlder, and I assore yon they are very 
|K » tly Ividi tiieir dark faces and large black eyes. 

I know yon will say that these children are 
ftBuAi beMer off idian diose I told yon of sitting 
in the sand. Wby? siniply because somebttfy 




good missionary to teil their &thers and mo&ecs 
about God and Jesus Christ, and they have fis- 
tened and believed the predons story, and now 
no longer worship gods of wood and stone, bat 
live Christian lives, and bring ap their little ones 
in good homes. So the monej 700 send maj do 
good to the poor nntaoght ^lio know not 
God. 

I will tell yon about a little Hindu girl I know 
here. When she was a wee one,' her mother cBed, 
and her father, a wicked old heathen, sold her to a 
very bad woman, who treated her cruelly. She 
abused her so that' she became very ill, her back 
grew so crooked that she could not stand up j b^ 
sides, she sufifered great pain. Th^ this woman 
turned her into the street to beg, si<^ and helpless 
as she was. A good woman in the city was sent 
around by the missionaries to read the Bible to 
the poor heathen women, and this little girl had 
seen her and heard her good words, and she 
thought, Now if I can find her, she will help me ; 
so she went searching for her house. Stie soon 
foond it, for all the pepple around knew this good 
woman. The little '^rl was right; she found a 
friend and home. Now this kind woman was 
veiy poor, she had but little money, but she could 
not turn this sick girl away, so she took her in, 
washed her, combed out her tangled hair, and put 
some clothes on her. She also noised her care- 
fully, so that in a few days she grew much better, 
the flesh came upon her bones, and she did not 
sofibr pain. ■ She has learned to read, sing, and 
pray, also to sew a. little, and is very happy. She 
is a grateful child, and says her Savioiir £d all 
theae good things for her, led her to her good 
home, gave her food and clothing and that she4oTes 
Him very much. She tells her Hinda fiiends to 
come to her dear Jesns. Slw eays to them, " See 
what He has done for me; oomB,He will do good 
for you." She has a new name now ; finrwlien 
she became a Christian, she was baptized Martha. 
The friends she lives with love her ve^mndi, 
but she is not a bit pretty or nice looking. I 
think perhaps if she were to go into some of our 
Sunday-schools in America and nt down beside 
the prettily dressed girls £mnd <iMfle,.a(mie of Aem 
would immediately get np and go somewhere else. 
But God loves her, and some day will giTO her 
the beautiful white robe worn by sunts and an- 
gels, and a home in fte New Jerusalem. Her 
fiian,»av.J^ tftm be po^ 
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feet See to it, my Btde friends, that Mardift does 

not have more stars in her crown than some of 
' 70a. who know nothmg of her tnmbles and pmn. 
Ton cannot tell the poor heathen abont Ohpft as 
does, for 701i. de aofr- see .^em; bnt j«i esD 
pn^ for thram give jtar momj to send some one 
here to teach them. Do not ^ink when jon pat 
yoar monej in the box on Sunday, that that .is 
the last of it ; it will do a great work for God.

ASOOnSft ZBHANA COHVSBX. 

On the Ist of December, 1870, I had the pleas- 
ure of witnessing the baptism of a high-born Ben- 
gal lady in die Ifisakm Chmdi of Agra. Her 
whole appearance and manners gave a most favor- 
able impression, and showed her to be a lady in the 
troe sense of the word. Her history i^ very en- 
couraging to all those who labor tak 4ia lisBl^btted 
women of this conntiy. , 



Her parents are still alive. Her &ther is a 
nch land-holder somewhere near Calcutta, who 
Noeives also a large sum of money from Govern- 
ment. She learned to read and write'Bengali in 
Iitf ^tfter's home, and when eleven years old she 
was married to Babu Mohin GhoOj with^whpm 
she lived very happily. He was an inidligent 
man, and Christianity was not unknown to him. 
Receiving a sitnstion in Allahabad, he removed 
thither, and mddng the aoqoaintanee of a mindaff- 
aiy there, he became a sedcer after truth; The 
miflaionary. had high h<^ies fi» him. One day he 
entered an En^ish shop to bny a Bible. Two 
gentlemen were present, who said, " Don't take . 
this bode to your home; if yon do^ your wife wiO 
become a Chiistiaii.*' He ronembered their 
words afterwards, but at that time she was en- 
tiHly ignorant of Gospel tmth and believad'in 
iS religion of her people. By tlie invitafion of 
the Babu, their home was visited by the mission- 
aiy ladies. From them she got " Line iipon 
Line," «*Peep of Day," and o&er bodn triaa:- 
lated into Bengali. They tried to show her the 
difierence between the Hindu and Christian reli- 
gion. She m. not recdve the tmth at ooce ; like 
others, she had prejudices and doubts to overcome. 
At last she asked for a Bengali Bible, which was 
^adly fpma her. About tins time they ieQKn«od 
to Agra. Her mind ynM still unsettled, bat Ae 
beganjto read tiie Bpile with great atten t i o n, 
in liine, by Ae^Ueadns^or the fiol^ l&ipalt, li^ 
dawned upon her darkened mind; It became to 
her indeed a treasure, and she valued -it as the 
009 ptwii w peiiil ; for not by any <me's 
but by the reading of the Word, was jfee bliii^pg^ 
to a saving knowledge of the truth. 

The suanonarieB in Agra took a j^«at interest 
in them. I had the pleasure there of often visiting 
this dear lady. She had such a bright, sweet, in^ 
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tdfigsnt fitoe' and engaging maiAien. fflie nevw 
indulged in the petty small talk so common among 
the bMt aajtiTe ladies, bnt^ her chief topic was the 
" one iiSt^ nisSM'* She ireqaoOtly W ques- 
tions to ask concerning the meanit^.of a Wted or 
passage she. did not understand.' 

Her hntlialid was ill at this time, and idbUf Ins 
recovery he obtained a situation in Lahore, wbgre 
he removed with his family. The firiends with 
wbem he associated there had a ^mey bad miSa- 
ence upon him.' " While his wife had been grow- 
ing in qnritmd knowledge and grace, he had been 
liwiyi^\liMnreeB -Uii Mwf idio ii iB of tlie tmiii and 
liiiftiirs of the world. Now when among those 
tlliO.'Bieej«d at Christianity, he too became its 
ettnny. Bit poor had bo Cluistiui fiieifda 
ifl Lahore, and she begged liim to return to Agra. 
Her secret wish was to be baptized by the mission- 
■fy it Aigtkf teai to profess her fiuth openly. 

After nine months' absence they retumed. 
When the Babu came to know his wife's inicn- 
W <im ■mif UiMr iigldnst her, and tried 
lis utmost to change her purpose and shake her 
Afth, quoting Keshub ChnnHer, Bishop Colenso, 
Wita Gai^nter, and others in his arguments ; but 
she was firm, and refused to deny her Lord. 
Then he threatened her, tore her Bible and 
other Christian books to pieces, said he would, 
leave her and take with him all his jewels. Agun 
he tried kindness, and begged her not to bring 
paeh disgrace upon him, saying that she might be 
a Christian in heart without being baptized. She 
replied with the words : " Whosoever is ashamed 
of me and of my words, of him shall the Son of 
nan be ashamed when He shall come." He re- 
t0M)i to B4M) the miisiomajr, hirt oiie djl^iiftlBet 
Ifban unexpectedly. After a serious talk he con- 
iltated that his wife might be baptised ; but when 
^ d«]r %kt find lie went cway, and took &e M- 
est boy with him. This boy was tiurteen years 
«ld, aiidfixwttym|>athpBig wHh his hlBnet Us 
A^Mf iuatJi trotahkr/^'* 
~ It was B great source of joy to this lady to be 
pennitted to confess Christ openly. After her 
bicptiBiu, as die eonld not iMjfely live dtAie' ill &e 
city, she came to the Mission House. The natives 
heard of the event, of course. But I am thankfiil 
to- tKf itmt onr wSilSoti work has wit hMta ^itsr- 
mpted by it. I was often asked to relate the whole 
■tot7 in the a^nanas, as tiie .women were voy 



mnch interested, bnt conld not learn the exact 

truth. 

Our new convert kept her own dress and cns- 
tonu widle with as, btrt she often joined tiie 

family circle, where she won the regard of all by - 
her modest, gentle deportment and her intelligent 
convenation. The language of bw soul seemed 
to be : " None but Christ. Whom have I in 
heaven but Thee ? and there is none upon, earth 
that I derire besides Thee." 

She heard sometimes from her husband, and he 
desired her to join him at Lahore. She thought 
it her duty to go, and when some missionary 
friends were going to the Punjab, she went with 
them as far as Lahore. We have not heard from 
her since. 

She needs our earnest prayers, for trials must 
await her. Her husband and his friends cannot 
be trusted. May she remain faithful to death, and 
turn the heart of her husband from darkness to 
light. 

Let us not be weary, although we do not see 
the fruit of our labors. Others will see. The 
harvest time will come" in the Lord's own good 
seiuon. Louub EiiLwahobb.

The work of a missionary in Ii^dia is not con- 
fined to the pastoral datges of a church or com- 
munity, but he goes as an evangelist among prob- 
ably six hundred thousand people, to establish 
dHU^es and Christianize the people by anyaiid 
every means in his power. Hence his work pre-' 
sents a great variety. He holds service for the 
little Christian community in the chapel, daily in 
the cool of the morning he teaches or superintends 
the Missipn school, impresang the good tidings 
upon the minds of the boys in the Bible lesson, 
and at evemng pmcheS in the 'inarket, in the 
open air, to hundreds of heathen listeners. Beside 
this daily routine the missionary, with his family, 
takes his tent and attends the religions fairs of this 
Hindus, preaching Jesds to tfioosands there, who, 
having come together for rel^ous pi^poses, read- 
ily listen, or he goes firbm town to town, living in 
his tent, remaining a few days or weeks at each 
place, instructing, and endeavoring by every 
meluis to interest, the people in. the new religion. 
He always takes Books and tracts witli him, whicll 
he sells for a trifle to interested persons, and thtii 
leaves the truth in the household as he passes on. 

Periiaps some notes, of these itinerating trips 
may interest the readers of the Friend. 
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a village where a few native Christian families 
reside. After pitching our tent, we viuted the 
Immbm of «ar <XMitiitt pwp^ - tiid 
togetlier after tiieir day's work was done, seating 
themselves in the little mod chapel on the nuts 

Scripture, talked with them of its meaning, and 
prayed with them. Then in &miliar conVenation 
m liaitened to tbcor eqwrieaoes; th^ -indt' and 
troubles with the persecuting heathen around, and 
tried to lead them to trust Jesus for all things.

at their homes, or gets them to come together in 
som& quiet, secluded pkce, and teaches them of a 
- Stsrim. who is anxious to save em poor ifft»- 
rant women like them. At times large companies 
o£ villige women will come together in this way 
to'kesr one of their own sezT tidk of religian, and 
diqr usually listen with fixed attention when once 
dwy begin to realize the subject. These village 
wanen are not kept in seclusion as strictly as dMjyr 
an in dties, yet they will not mingle with men to 
Irnnr preaching, nor will Ihey listen to a man, 
iuiIe«>tiiejdo so from behind a screen without 
^Mirinaence being known ; but they will gladly 
liilai to • woman, if not prevented by the men of 
•thinr booadidds. 

It 4»B near this village that a very old man 
who bad heard much of Christianity, and had 
often ezprestad iiis iGuth in Jesos, aent for the 
mwpinnarj r, Srbm lus dying bed, saying he could 
not die iritlioot fint b^mbg identified with 
Gfd'a 'paople, and publicly professing- his faith, 
aad' i^Tiqg aU to Christ in baptizm. Bishop 
TkoiMon afierwaidt baptized the wife of the old 
man, along with twenty-dz others. She had long 
deaired baptism, bnt had been kept back by 
firienda, and now joy seemed to fiH her heart that 
she could thus be united to God's church. When 
tha^miaiionary asked her the usual qnestion, *< I)o 
yoD AeA» to be baptized in this fiuiU?^ die 
did not wait to be prompted, nor did she read an 
answer, bat from the depths of her heart cried out 
ao loud lliat her voioe rang through the honise, - 
* It is just wliat I have been wishing and longing 
fiirdMie many days."

^ D0UHO the sessioD of the India Conference re- 
cently Udm LMfawwithehdieBof ttevMsion 
who were present organized a Woman's l£ssion- 
ary Society, to be associated with the Woman's 
Foreign Missionary Society of Ae IfedMdkt 
Epscopal CanwdLB 4« UUied Stataa of ikiMr- 
ica. 

The object of tiib Society is to aid*dw 
i»%8iM.«iiiliiin oangdiig oat diofr 



and also to collect funds in this coimtry to help 
forward the woric for saving heathen women. 
Provisions aro made ibr or^ganizing auxiliaries in 
all our mission stations, and it is hoped that all the 
native Christian women in the mission will be ben- 
efited by these organizations, and led to more sys- 
tematic efforts for their heathen sisters. As most 
of our native Christians are very poor, it was 
thoOlpitbattiBdM eonUBMicement that the pay- 
ment of twenty-five 'cents annually should consti- 
tute membership. This may seem a small Sum to 
our American sisters, but to most ol tbofM womon 
it is aa much in proportian to thmr meaas as on; 
dollar to ladies at home. 

The affiiirs of the Society aveto be administered 
by an Executive Committee, composed of all the 
Udies in the misnon. An ^annual meeting is to 
be held each year daring the session of the Con- 
ference, at which time reports will be made and 
officers for the ensuing year elected. Meetings of 
the Executive Committee will also be held at this 
tiae, for the purpose of aimnjpng estimates to be 
sent to the General Exdentive Committee at 
home, and to take counsel with reference to the 
work among the ifomen and ^Is within the 
boonds tf the btdia Oonferenee. 

Mrs. E. J. Humphrey was elected President, 
and Mrs. L. S. Parkw ^Mfbary, for the ooning 
yeur."

women are needed in our mission fields ; and the 
Woman's Foreign Missionary Society is, I think, 
provi^kdrtiany nued vp to smd tiiem there. 

One object in forming a separate female organ- 
ization is to develop the missionary spirit of the 
ladies of cor own land. To some this may seem 
a small matter. Women are not, as a rule, the 
money nudiers. All they give must come irom 
the hnaband's income. Bat woman r^abttos the 
, fiimiljr expenses, and it is for her to say whether 
the entire income shall be expended in luxury and 
neisdless self-indulgence, or whether there shall be 
sufficient left for benevolent purposes. 

I believe in systematic benevolence, — in set- 
ting apart a certain proportido of the income, say 
the one tenth, for rehgious purposes, and of doing 
it of the first fruits. For if the family expenses 
are to^ be taken out first, there will osnally be 
nothing left for charity. The expansive power of 
household expenses nowadays is something won- 
derful, and unless carefully guarded, they will 
burst beyond the limits of any ordinary income.

I 
beliere this '<«|gRJunti(m wiil mit only' bless the 
heatiien women, but it will prove a hlessing to the 
ladies engaged in it. The .promise shall be ftd- 
filled to them, "He that wstereth shall be wa- 
tered ako h&Bielf.'' Their minds will be expanded 
as they'study the state of the world with reference 
to missionsry h^or. Their tl^^hts will be en- 
biged, and oitlfed beyond own 
their own parlors and kitchens. 
' There are multitudes of Christian Indies all over 
.dw luid, who need-snch an oigaoization as this for 
their oyra spiritual discipline. They have means, 
and leisure and active minds which must be nse- 
fiiQy employed, for it is stiD troB <^iHit Satan finds 
some mischief for idle hands to do." And unfor-

often prove his most successful agents.

Europeans pay such disrespect to their temples 
as to enter ifcem with tiior tkoea on. I 'iriBi 
however, never prohibited entering a temple on 
this accotmt but once, when I could have done 
vi(4enoe to^die preJmlBee, hot onder ibe eirei^- 
■tanoes preferred to yield to it. My curiosity 
was mrasaally excited,, as I wanted to see the god 
eatbig Ui^dinner, and I went in mj atoddtngs. I 
may explain to ^he children here that the said god 
was sitting in a chair, yiitii a pan of raw rice and 
■one «tijwr grab & fieotof Udi, «id-a man sat 
near, beating a drum §at his entertainment. ^ I left 
before the meal wps foidted. I recall too that 
when viiitiai^ the^cal Ifolianinwdui mosqne in 
Delhi, that the person in charge allowed us to 
enter the mosque wearing our shoes, but was very 
eatefid that we ■hrnddflOt ilq^ on tile |daeea con- 
secrated for prayer. The servant, however, who 
accompanied us, was not allowed totter until he 
had removed hii ahoes. 

It is a singular' speictacle on Sabbath mdming 
to find the whole verandah about the doors of the 
native Christian ohtireh covered 'witii dicNM. .1 
have frequently had to have gtl^ tS^iif 
removed before I could enters ' ' " 

Tha dnas of tiie natives is so entirely diflbrent 
from ours, that the absence of shoes does not 
much attract one's attention. It is not uncommon 
to see a'person of wealth riding on horseback, 
while a servant follows carrying the shoes, as he 
only wears them while walking. There can be 
no greater insult ofiered to a native than to Vmdi ■ 
or strike him, with a shoe. None but the very 
lowest castes have anything to do with leather, 
and dieae are too nndean to be aL'owed to touch 
persons of other castes. The missionaries, when 
they make books £» drcolation 
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tifw, aifaii UikiBg fliMB ni kttber, but make 
paper backs to the books, as otherwise the higher 
caste natives would not touch nor read them. 
The eairte who wjmIc m- leather are eaDad Cktt' 
mart, and live in a portion of the town or village 

themselves. A great many of these have be- 
eetii l^uii^iit, «nl Kiaf m^6m women, ue 
Bible-readan, dioi gomiwijgittihem firaely, to read 
to them. . ■ ' * 

TIm diMS in dtdinaiy oae resemble oar dipponi, 
and are generally highly ornamented, and wrought 
with silk, or stiver and gold thread. They are 
vtuijlB lai;^, so that Aeg ean be eadty dropped off 
on entering the house or the presence of a supe- 
rior. As . the women often wear bells on their 
toei, it is tiien « great ineonvemence to th«D to 
wear shoes. 

Sandalt are much worn. They consist of a 
mere s<de of wood mounted on two blocks, lifting 
tkem about an inch from the ground. Sometimes 
^ley are &stened to the foot by a strap, but more 
geiienllj are held.by • mm peg of wood oaogfat 
bMween. two of the toes. They are much worn 
dniing the rainy season, when the native leather, 
•tAaSa is poorly tanned, is of litUe oae or comfort 
These sandals cost about fifteen cents, and are 
often made of the fragrant sandal wood. Fasten- 
ing or loosening ■ the shoes is- the business of the

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It woold be ill-directed missionary effort that 
ovwck^Awd in any way the importance, in an evan- 
•fg£tl6c point of view, of securing the conversion of 
women, and of realiang their influence for the 
.-^niad of the gospeL Woman's love and peculiar 
devotion and susceptibility to divine gnoe are 
■mnriatod with onr Saviour's histcnj'ob eai^L 
Let it not be thoo^t mere sentimental twp^$e 
when a simple fiurt in dw histny. and nolitfv of 
hnmanity is stated. Women were eaily ^>and in 
irtrildng work^ i^cfaaritjr in the in&nt Church, and 
S^^BtP^ to recommend the-fiuti> to the hearts and 
cooaeienoes of those who were now washing the . 
growth of this new cause. Lydia o^ Thyatira is 
the first recorded fruit of the gospel in Europe, and 
Ae became a helper m the tbe-grent 
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Ghnst." We get a glimpse of the aid she ren- 
dered where she is mentioned with her husband 
as expounding the gospel more fully to one who 
afterwards became a in^^il^ preacher of the word. 

Only in more recent years has the problem of 
reaching the women of India met with anything 
lOce a satis&ctory solution. Everywhere tiie men 
could be reached, but the harem system, with its 
inviolable seclusion, shut out from tlie reach of 
the gospel nearly one half of the women, while 
social custom debarred the other half from being 
present in' assemblies -where the word of life is 
preached. More recently nnana [harem] educa- 
tion, and the appointment of Bible-readers for 
women, have inaugurated a new and powerful 
impulse in the evangelisation of India. 

I propose in this letter to pve a few instances 
of what the gospel can do for women, and of what 
women can do for the gospel's progress. They 
are not sensational examples, culled for the occa- 
sion, but such as may be met now in almost every 
mission station. In 1863, when appointed to 
Budaon District, I was joined by a native helper 
known by the iather pretentious name of Joseph 
Angelo. He had formerly been a Roman Catholic, 
but bad found his way among Protestant mission- 
aries. The man proved only a moderate sort of 
helper, but his wife, during eight years now, has 
been a faithful " helper in Christ." She is a short 
corpulent woman, with a. round, cheery fiu», and 
^ves good evidence of bbving been soundly 
changed in heart. Often have I seen tears cours- 
ing down her cheeks under some comforting appli> 
cation of €h>d's word. H^r core in, bringing up a 
numerous fiunily has been mojit praiseworthy. 
At Budaon she always had a little group of women 
and chil<bren under instruction. Her influence 
over them was always good, and she was really a 
more efiectiTe evangelist than 'her hosntid, over 
whom jKt times, IlbttfiS, die liid tOesoNaie-a 
restraining inflnence. 

A school hewing been opened at a villagB thirtjr 
miles from any mission station, it was found diffi- 
cult to get any one to manage it well Jostyph . 
Angelo was sent.tfaere particularly, that his infe 
might take charge of a girl's school and general 
work among the women. Here she haa been jfor 
nearly four years doing an important wmrk. Al- 
though her husband has passed away from earth, 
aheatiU keeps it^ Th^j(pi||»^4n,^v sehoid fenu^ 
and >bey W ISBe a nwOeni: vintB Itti . 
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women of the vOkge, and reads and explains the 
Sacred Scriptures. A marked impression for good 
hks been produced in fiivorablj inclining these 
women toward Christianity. Even the men of 
.the village have felt her influence. The native 
brethren have told me, that nothing but her purity 
and the force of her Christian character would keep 
her fimn gross insult in this place. Mar^ Angelo 
is one of onr best helpers in the gospel. 
• There was formerly oemieetMF with the Girl's 
Orphanage in Bareilljc, as matron, a rather elderly 
VlAn Christian woman, fiunUiarly known as 
^^WSS decisive little body, who 

provirid of greats Qse in connection with the girls. 
Sl)e remov^ with her son-in-law from Bareilly, 
and her like has not been found for that pboe 
■inee. One^conld not* help admiring the prompt 
and nnbonnded iiiflonee A» weined to have over 
the girls. Her example was very beneficial on all 
the other Christian woiiMn. In prayer, her voice 
wiM dear and earneat hope-inspiring. She is 
a woman capable of helping iii fhe goqtel, and she 
does it wherever she is. 

Several years ago, in'Bndaon statiira, one of our 
native Christian teachers persisted in marrying a 
\Bx\ to whom he had been affianced as a little body, 
when a heatiien. We dfsiqipnned of the mar- 
riage- because we thought it would entangle the 
auni in idolatry ; but as he clainMMi that the con- 
tntet wu 'Uwfing, and afflrmed flitt flie gttl wonld 
take haptism, we allowed him to arrange for his 
Jnueriiige when the girl was baptized. After in- 
Btroefion she was baptized, and they were married. 
Hiis iprl, at first shy,' awkward and l^pnently 
■tnpid, iand most nnpnmiaii^ has become one of 
oariBiwtnaefid naliv* ftmiSe helpers^ The gos- 
pel BMOied' to. change her whole being. She 
iMtmd and when her husband was made 

aa«dMtler^e iHa'notliOUnd lifmin any good 
wwfci .Brother Haskins, now in charge of Bndaon 
•bdion, remarked to me recently of her, that *'she 
is it Toy valoaUe woman, kind, and not only will- 
ing to work but anxious to work." Her husband 
stojpa sometimes in One village and then in another.

this I would speak of its permanency as an organ- 
ization, liisaionary kdies who had lived amon^ 
heathen women, retomitag- to fhe United Sfilto, 

felt constrained (by whom if not by God ?) to tell 
of what they had seen of the degi^adation and 
wants of heathen women, to flie Clir&ticn women 
of our land". Every Christian that hears of sufier- 
ing and degradation feels a desire to ^ve relief, 
and so onr Cbnstiftn women nnitedly sud, We 
will do what we can for our unfortunate sisters. 

SympaAy prompted this help, and tiiis was all 
right. But after all, the great and permanent 
basis of our Society is not merely sympathy for 
woman in her physical suffering, or social and 
mental d^a^on; for the Inge majority of 
heathen women, never having known anything 
better in these respects, do not feel their want. 
Physical suffering of oootw Aey wooM avoid, Irat 
social and mental elevation thej know 'nothing 
about. The foundation principle of cnir Society 
is the command to give the gospel to every efte-^ 
ture. Heathen women are without Christ. This 
includes everything else ; social, mental, '«nd 
physical degradation. Women withont tffiinbiit 
"What is it ? We can never take in all that it 
means of suffering, of sorrow, of social degrada- 
tion, of mental darkness, and wone tiriU iiS^^^to, 
of soul pollution. Woman without Christ ! be- 
cause there are such, our Society is in existence 
and will continue to be, just as kmg as we renfeni^ , 
ber this. We send her help, not because she is a 
servant to her husband, and suffers untold cmel- 
ti'es from him, not because die ' is poor, iiilil- 
wretched and miserable, even when she don't 
know it, but because she is withont Christ. With- 
out Him she has notlung; irith Him die has 'all 
thmgs. J firmly believe, and h^ve had. tlie witness 
of my personal observation, that Ohriatianity does 
change the whole being. I have rejtmsed at the 
cleaning np outside as well as inside. I have de- 
lij^ifed in seeing one layer of dirt after another 
taken o£P, and, finaHy, the man diean and clothed - 
and in his right mind, with a face so bright and in- 
t^ffigent that it was hardly possible to recognize 
in Ubi the stupid, dirty man our eyes first loidAtAd 
Vfun. -Yvt, Christianity does re&e, deuue, uid 
evny one that comes under its inflaenoe. 
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It auikM gentlemen and ladies of them. I believe 
disk the mothers of Israel in India will some daj 
OMte to make the toilets of their Uttle bc^ .by 
Vcffibg diem dl orer and tannag' them oat in 
the snn to dry," aa will the fathers of China 
oaaae to torn themaelTes oat in a state almost as 
'Mida,«iidattiaa Aft ofl. ^It amy not be oar daty 
to nrge poor people who haven't clothes to wear 
to pat on clothes, bat Chnatianitj will elevate and 
OMkii the lutiflii, iad dodiie iadedacate die peo- 
ple. The Sandirfdi "Idands are a grand example 
of the kind. Qbd's iove to us in Christ meets us 
. iB'avwjr interest of oar life, and therefore do we 
waifik to give pow beadm women a knowledge of 
Aiilove. 

FEMALE SCHOOL IN FOO CHOW. 

Extracts from a letter from Mrs. Sites, dated Foo Chow, 
Fefaroar^r Ist, 1871. 

Chnng Kwang (Rachel Macauley) finished 
her term of years in the school, and returned to 
bar iMillW last' week. She is to be married to- 
morrow. She was betrothed when an in&nt, and 
her mother-in-Ia^ took her home and noraed her, 
and brought her np, as we woall «^aet har to 
care for a daughter. This is a very common w^ 
of doing among the poorer people. First, and 
principally because it is the cheapest way to ae- 
cnre wives ibr the sons in the funily ; -and. sec- 
ondly, the girl grows up to love, or at least to have 
aone^afiection for those who have been to her as 
|iiMnts, »i|d to whom she must, while th^.Uve, 
render 'penbet obedience, uid complete submis- 
sion. 

^ Chung Kwang's husband is a Chnstian, the son 
of a &rmer, nK^eAtely intelligent, having spent 
some time in our Misaon Bojfs' School, and his 
parents are also Christians, wJiieh makes her 
jposition a very happy one. She asid to me'ltefine 
going awi^, Pray for me ; I want to be a Chris- 
dan alwey*, end never leave the Saviour, and I 
tMttt to do good to otliers ; be sure and pray &r 
^Pk" She sings well and is fluent in prayer. 
W« tidd her we Ij^oi^t there was a work for her 
to enter upon at once, in bej^mng a litde SoBr 
day-school and prayer-meeting with' the Christian 
women in her village, where on Sanday morning 
diey always have pabEe senrioe, and^ die P. ic.

living in dn aaifle viBage, is married, and has a 
little boy more dian a year old. I sent word to 
her to unite with Chung Kwang in an effort to 
instruct and hdp on their Christian sisters and 
mothers at once. Pray that the Holy Ghost may 
fill their hearts, urging them to persevere and 
overcome all obstacles in the way of thdr working 
for Jesus. 

But now, I must present to you a sad picture 
which will try your faith, as it does ours. Tou • 
ask about the Christian Ztves, and Christian work 
of those who have gone out from the Bishool. 
Alas, most of them returned to heathen homes, 
and have not been permitted to attend- a Sabbath 
service since. Methodism requires her members 
to observe the Sabbadi, and to attend the means of 
grace. These requirements it is very difficult to 
fulfill here, especially by the younger women, 
even when they have Christian relatives to assist 
them. What then must be the opportauities of 
our school-girls retnmed to lieathen homes? 
Hence, fhflmg to aeeore their attendance at church, 
the names of seven of 'onr girls were dropped 
from the class records tit Heng Angtong, at the 
.dose of the last Conference year. And as you ask 
particolarly about ^eng Ewong, I must tell yoa 
«li«t ihewas one of'the 'above seveu. Yon will 
aik if we Tkilsd them, or tried in any special 
wi^ to aeoave^^dr attendance at Sabbath seiv 
vice? llioae who redded within % leasonaUe 
distance^ the native preacher or the officiary tried 
to visit, specially inviting them to attend, at least 
on Qoarlerly mee'ting occasions. At snch a visit 
they would sometimee be addressed in a loud 
tone by an old mother-in4»w, or ancle, in this 
way: <*G«i -to ehnKb tat what? If yoa have 
money or rice to give her, she might go. But to 
go and wordi^ there isnotlung gained." Bat

tmpretBons may cling UhAa mmds evon Chi- 
nese girls, and leading us to hope that the many 
chapters of Scripture committed to memory, the 
baantifol hymns learned, and the habit of praying 
to " Our Father in heaven," will not all be lost, 
but hereafter bear fruit unto eternal life. For 
this let us hope and pray. " Your earnest de- 
sire that the school should be made to show ' per- 
manent ' and ' reproductive ' good, will, I trust, 
tim^ Bo our aim and desire.

We mutt work tyttematicatty. ThfMe who can- 
not well pay the dollar in advance, may better pay 
each month, or, at fiuthest, twenty-five cents each 
quarter. They will feel it less.- It will be less 
apt to interfere .with other benevolences. It will 
keep diem reminded of their duty to pray for the 
success of this cause. 

We mutt organize. It is better for ten women 
to give a dollar apiece, than for one to give ten. 
We need money; but we need, in the hoDUs, 
thinldng, and talking, and prayer, fer more. Not 
freshets, bat living streams. In any church, if 
ten can be found to tidco 6ar "two cents a week" 
pledge, let them organize a r^^nlar Auxiliary;. 
Two people, taking hold <^ hands, can get over a 
difficult way, or stand against a stinin, ftr better 
than either can, going alcme. You have promised 
the Savionr to bear yotir part in this— his work:

Ton 
know chnrdiei diat start out with the intenlioii ef 
bjsing full grown churches, taking all the Odtrfbr- 
ence cd|lections, and responding to every etD, be 
it ever ao feebly, are sorer to anceeed than those 
iJiat set out with the whimper, " We're weak 
and poor. We can't do this, and we can't do 
flHtt."

JEeep up yourmorUhly meetmgi. What if the 
attendance is small. Put thought and heart into 
the aflfair, and make it so pleasant and profitable, 
the rest will like to come.

No matter how small the re- 
nuttance, let it be sent. Our bills come due quar- 
teriy ; and we have to dbpend upon our Aolili- 
aiieafo fltecst.ihem.. If tfie Treasnnr is mt able, 
to do all this Week, let her bave Moatants ap- 
pointed. 

Car work has prospered greatly ; and yet it is 
only begun. We have hardly bound the first 
sheaf.
